Aldermen Asked | Aid. Holden Is 
To Revoke Gas Candidate for 
Station Permit Office of Mayor 


The meeting of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night was 
one of the shortest in recent years be- 
cause for the first time one of the 
“short recesses” held at every meet- 
ing of the Board was really short, last- 
ing but 5 minutes. About 35 citizens 
were present, persons interested in 
hearings to come before the meeting. 
Aldermen Bowen. Hutchinson and Mc- 
Kay were absent. Alderman Temper- 
ley. who had been absent at the two 
preceding meetings because of a leg 
fracture, showed his zeal by coming 
on crutches to perform his aldermanic 
duties. 

Charles Edwards of 20 Asheville rd.. 
Lower Falls, asked for a permit to 
build a 3 car garage at his property. 
He stated that his family have three 
cars and want a place to keep them. 
William J. Doherty of 15 Broedway. 
Newtonville. opposed the petition of 
Domenic Latino of 20 Broadway ter- 
race for a drain and sewer in the 
terrace. He said that his wife owns 
three lots of land on Broadway ter- 
race and that he and another owner 
of property on the Terrace would 
have to pay three-quarters of the cost 
of the sewer installation and would 
receive no benefit from it. Mr. Doh- 
erty said the petitioner has resided 
on the terrace for nine years and has 
got on very well without a sewer. 

Several Auburndale residents ap- 
peared to favor the petition asking 
for the revocation of the permit for 
a gasoline filling, station at 349 Lex- 
ington street, owned by Fillepe Capo- 
danno. Maxwell Hutchins of 356 Au- 
burndale avenue said that in 1921 a 
permit was granted out of sympathy 
to a war veteran to install a gasoline 
tank and pump at the rear of the 
property, but instead, the pump was 
placed at the extreme end of the land 
next to Lexington street, and later 
moved back 30 or 40 feet to its nres- 
ent location. Mr. Hutchins said that 
property owners in the neighborhood

With the* announcement that Alder- 
man Sydney B. Holden has entered 
the political lists as a candidate for 
Mayor. Newton’s political pot can be 
assured of sufficient heat to keep it 
boiling merrily. Alderman Holden is 
not a novice at contests of this sort, 
having been elected four times from 
his own Ward and once Alderman-at- 
Largp to the Board of Aldermen. 

In his last election he was reelect- 
ed over a strong political opponent by 
the vote of 11.328 to 6.928. He also 
has the enviable record of never hav- 
ing failed to carry all the precincts 
in his own Ward. 

Alderman Holden, during his six 
years on the Board, has served on all 
of the standing committees and many 
of the special committees, including 
among others the new City Hall and 
War Memorial. He is at present the 
Chairman of the Claims and Rules 
Committee and a member of the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

He has lived in Newton Centre over 
thirty-two years, coming to Newton at 
the age of six from Watertown, where 
he was born. He has long been identi-

Sixteen Are Awarded Degrees 
At Commencement 


The award of degrees to sixteen out- 
standing students of the Newtons was 
made at Commencement exercises of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology in Cambridge on Tuesday.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edward H. Powert 


One of the most impractical peti- 
tions submitted to the Newton Roard 
of Aldermen for some time is thnt re- 
ceived from some residents of 
Chnrleshank rd.. asking that parking 
restrictions on that street be removed. 
Several years ago it became neces- 
sary to make Charleshnnk rd. a one- 
way street from St. James st., and to 
restrict parking on it to the southerly 
side. The street is very narrow and 
has two sharp, right-angle curves. 
Heavy traffic travels over the street 
going from Newton Corner to the 
State rd. along the Charles River to- 
ward Faneuil. When traffic was per- 
mitted in both directions on Charles- 
band rd. and automobiles were parked 
on both sides, it was difficult and fre- 
quently impossible for automobiles 
using the street to get through. At the 
request of Chief of Police Hughes the 
Aldermen placed the traffic and park- 
ing restrictions on the street. Also, 
in an effort to improve traffic condi- 
tions and prevent accidents the street 
was widened at the second right-hand 
curve going from Newton Corner, op- 
posite number 119. 

The several residents of the street 
who have presented the petition state 
that. "We find it difficult to conform 
with traffic regulations of that street. 
As it is now. going east, parking is 
allowed only on the right-hand side of 
the street, and it would seem logical 
to allow parking on the left-hand side, 
especially at the curve opposite 119 
Charlesbank rd. which is almost twice 
as wide as any other part of the 
street, or perhaps declare a parking 
zone at that point.” It is hardly logi- 
cal to ask for spot parking on a street 
where parking is restricted to one 
side. Strangers would naturally sup- 
pose that they could park legally on 
either side of the street. And if park- 
ing were permitted on both sides at 
119 it would defeat the purpose for 
which this 90-degree curve was 
widened. 

The real solution to the inconveni- 
ence experienced by residents of 
Charlesbank rd. and the many auto- 
ists who use this narrow street is one 
that we have advocated for many 
years. Widen Nonantum place and by 
so doing provide a short and direct 
traffic communication between New- 
ton Corner and Charles River Park- 
way. To make this long needed im- 
provement would only entail the tak- 
ing of three houses and one store and 
it would take almost all traffic off 
narrow, winding Charlesbank rd. and 
leave that street practically for the 
exclusive use of the people who re- 
side on it. 

These are topsy-turvy days in which 
things are largely haywire and we 
have become more or less accustomed 
to weird actions by persons in both 
private and public life. But, making 
allowance for all this, it is difficult 
to understand the mental processes 
of the new State Commissioner of In- 
surance. Francis J. DeCelles. in the 
preposterous proposal he submits to 
change the compulsory automobile 
liability insurance law in this State. 
Under DeCelles’ plan compulsory in- 
surance would be restricted to cover 
pedestrians for all injuries, and the 
occupants of other cars only to the 
extent of death or dismemberment. In- 
surance against other injuries would 
not be required. According to De- 
Celles, his plan would cut the cost of 
insurance 42%. 

It may be presumptuous for us to 
criticize Mr. DeCelles because when 
his appointment as commissioner 
was announced, it was stated in the 
papers that he is a man of great abili- 
ty and erudition. Nevertheless, lie 
proposes that if one is among the 
thousands injured yearly while riding 
in automobiles because of the reck- 
lessness or drunkenness of other 
drivers, one could not obtain compen- 
sation for serious or permanent injur- 
ies unless one was fortunate or un- 
fortunate enough to lose an arm or a 
leg. One might receive a punctured 
lung, a ruptured kidney, fractures of 
the pelvis, arms or legs, blindness or 
any of serious, torturing, disabling 
injuries, but under DeCelles’ ridicu- 
lous reasoning, one would have to grin 
and beur it. The only explanation we 
can imugine for DeCelles’ brilliant 
contribution to the automobile com- 
pulsory Insurance problem is — that he 
must have been reading one of those 
circulars giving details of personal 
accident insurance; telling of a policy 
where so much is paid in case of death, 
so much for the loss of both arms or 
both legs, and so much for the loss 
of one leg or one arm. And Mr. De- 
Celles in expounding his theories at 
a public hearing in soft tones like a 
loud speaker harangued that his plan 
is the remedy to abolish the evils 
which now beset compulsory automo- 
bile liability insurance in Massachu- 
setts. Truly, we have some compe- 
tent men attempting to govern us to- 
day. 


Yesterday afternoon we experienced 
one of those things that injects some 
amusement into life und relieves the 
cares of present day conditions. We 
hud turned our cur from Cabot onto 
Harvard street, Newtonville just as a 
young “lady" started to back un auto- 
mobile out of a driveway. She ob- 
served us approaching and did what 
uny sensible person would do and 
what the law stutes one must do un- 
der the circumstances. As she reached 
the sidewulk. she stopped backing 
out until we passed. But, to our sur- 
prise and amusement just as we 
pussed, the young “lady" who np 
peared to be uhout 18 years of age, 
gave un exhibition which would cause 
one to think she wus about 5 years 
old. She mude a face at us and stuck 
her tongue out. It must have relieved 
her and it mude us laugh, so the out- 
come wus sutlsfuctory to both.

are entitled to consideration and that 
the permit either should be revoked 
or the pump moved back to tile ga- 
rage repair shop at the rear of the 
property. He said there is very lit- 
tle gasoline sold at the station and 
it is located in a good residential sec- 
tion. Hutchins stated that three 
weeks ago a huge sign was erected 
at the end of the property without a 
permit, that three years ago a small 
building was moved to the end of 
the lot without any permit having 
been received, and that three weeks 
ago a truck came late one night and 
removed this building. He asserted 
that the owners of the property have 
violuted the orders of the Building 
Commissioner. 

William Connor of 396 Lexington 
street said that neighbors who signed 
the petition favoring the original per- 
mit had been told the pump would be 
located in the barn. He said the 
neighbors have been fair to Capo- 
danno but the latter has not been 
fair to the neighbors. William H. Do- 
lan of 342 Lexington street said the 
small building referred to by Mr. 
Hutchins had been used after the 
Building Commissioner had ordered 
that it not be used. 

Judge W. Lloyd Allen said a simi- 
lar petition had been presented to the 
Aldermen about 10 years ago and the 
hearing on it was attended by about 
<200 Auburndale residents, most of 
whom wanted the station removed. 
He said that at that time he repre- 
sented Capodanno, the Aldermen 
turned down the petition and granted 
the continuation of the station per- 
mit. Mr. Allen said the pump loca- 
tion has not been changed for 14 
years, and that when it was changed 
it had been done at the order of for- 
mer Chief Randlett of the Fire De- 
partment, who considered the original 
location of the pump a fire hazard be- 
cause of its proximity to buildings. 
Allen characterized the petition for 
the revocation of the permit as a 
petty neighborhood squabble and the 
permit could only be revoked in case 
it constituted a fire hazard. He said 
the Capodannos are a family of mea- 
gre means and probably do not sell 
much gasoline, but they have an in- 
herent right to the station and the 
only decent thing to do is to continue 
the permit after it has been in ex- 
istence for 11 years.

Worth the Money

“This lawyer 
tells me what I can do and he’s worth 
every cent I pay him."

It required all self-control I could 
muster at the moment to listen in 
silence to an after-dinner humorist 
speak slightingly of clambakes. It 
wns evident he had nevpr partaken 
of one or if so not one that would 
meet the approbation of a discrim- 
inating native of the New England 
seacoast. 

Not only Is the old fashioned clam- 
bake foremost among the most treas- 
ured of my gastronomic memories 
but It never fails to stir In my heart 
a hope thnt I may soon sit down at 
an unclothed board and eat baked 
clams and everything else put before 
me. There have been several clam- 
bakes in my life — all of them mo- 
mentous occasions — and each was cre- 
ated by a virtuoso, though to call him 
that might have started something. 
I mean, however, t hat he wns an ar- 
tist at arranging the stones, building 
the fire, piling layers of corn, mack- 
erel, clams and lobsters one above 
the other and smothering the whole 
with seaweed. It is a fnscinating op- 
eration to watch because you know 
that the technical skill demanded is 
certain to produce one of the most 
delicious repasts eaten outdoors or 
in. 

It would be unfair to continue to 
arouse the reader’s hunger, providing 
we see eye to eye in this matter. For 
my own part I look forward to the 
coming Summer and would ask no 
better vacation spot thun one located 
on the shore where fish weirs and lob- 
ster pots abound, clam flats are near- 
by and a flourishing corn field but a 
short walk up the road. 


Bumped and Bewildered 

The daily existence of a motorist is 
becoming more and more complicated. 
Due to the Imposing legal structure, 
reared year by year by our law-makers 
since the advent of the automobile, 
It’s getting to be a problem in Mas- 
sachusetts to identify a truck, at least 
sufficiently to satisfy courts. Insur- 
ance companies and other interested 
parties. How I happen to learn all 
this, although not an owner of a coupe, 
sedan, truck, bicycle or scooter, is 
really not Important.

Monday, May 20th, known as Pre- 
convention Day, was outstanding es- 
pecially for the intimate glimpses of 
character and for the intimate talks 
among the clubwomen who gathered 
early and had opportunity to come 
into close touch with leaders m the 
club world. That afternoon they 
heard the wise and entertaining words 
of the president of the General Fed- 
eration, Grace Morrison Poole, as 
has already been related. 

Dinner at 6 o’clock, and a musical 
program at 8 in the Ball Room, gave a 
festive spirit. 

Delightfully informal was the re- 
ception following the dinner, in the 
foyer of the hotel. Colorful frocks 
worn by the officers and visiting club- 
women added to the picturesqueness 
of the scene. 

In line with Mrs. Thomas J. Walk- 
er, State President, and Mrs. Grace 
Morrison Poole, General Federation 
President, were Mrs. Frank P. Ben- 
nett, of Cllftondale, General Federa- 
tion director: Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, 
a past president of the State Federa- 
tion, and chairman of the Detroit 
Convention; Mrs. Frederick Glazier 
Smith, also a past president of the 
State Federation, and chairman of the 
New England Conference; Mrs. Carl 
W. IUig, Jr., chairman of Public 
Health, General Federation; Mrs. 
Fred L. Pigeon, chairman of Educa- 
tion, General Federation; the State 
vice-presidents, Mrs. John H. Kimball, 
Danvers; Mrs. Henry W. Hildreth, 
Winchester; Mrs. David A. Wescott, 
Dorchester, and Mrs. Herbert F. 
French, Braintree; recording secre- 
tary, Mrs. W. Scott Austin, Quincy; 
corresponding secretary. Mrs. Philip 
H. Tirrell. Reading; clerk, Mrs. Rob- 
ert R. Parmenter. Arlington; and 
treasurer, Mrs. William J. McDonald, 
Boston. 

The entertainment on Tuesday ev< 
ning was n delightful musical pro- 
gram. Under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Moses H. Gulesinn, State chair- 
man of Music, a group of artists was 
presented. They were Madame Ma- 
rie Sundelius, Soprano, and the Em- 
bassy club; Eugene Conley and Rod- 
ney May, Tenors; John Metcalf. Bar- 
itone; John Percival, Bass, and Reg- 
inald Boardman, Pianist. 

A topic of conversation on Monday 
that showed aroused interest was the 
work of the American Home commit- 
tee of the Swampscott Woman’s Club 
in renovating an old house and mak- 
ing it “the last word in home dec- 
oration." In consequence, Tuesday 
morning early — and with the session 
of the Annual Meeting opening at 10 
o’clock promptly, it was early, indeed, 
when one considered breakfast in the 
thronged dining-room to be "won" 
many clubwomen hied forth, eagerly 
curious to see the "Bride’s Homo" in 
Orient court, close by the New Ocean 
House. Comparison of the condition 
of this old house before this energetic 
committee assailed it, and its beauty 
and charm afterwards, shown from 
photographs of its previous forlorn 
appearance, was almost bewildering 
Delighted “oils’’ and "alls" gave proof 
that the visiting women appreciated 
the artistic choice in color schemes, 
the appeal of the draperies, window 
curtains, upholstering, etc., which 
gave evidence of the hours spent in 
this work which made a home that 
satisfied the feminine desire. The 
little house, which was of Cape Cod 
type, became responsible for many a 
vision of clubwomen who will return 
home to hunt up a tumble-down little 
house, in a quiet spot, und make it 
into a similar huven. 

RESOLUTIONS 


votes the delegates passed a Resolu- 
tion endorsing tho principle of Fed- 
eral legislation for the dissemination 
of scientifically regulated birth con- 
trol information, by a vote of 440 to 
18. 

Every officer of the State Federa- 
tion in attendance voted for it, for 
there was no opposition on tho crowd- 
ed platform when tho vote was count- 
ed. Tho 18 who objected were round- 
ly applauded for their courage In tak- 
ing their stand against such over- 
whelming odds. 

The opinion of the clubwomen that 
something must bo done, and soon, to 
stop the increase of population, which 
is admittedly at its height in the fam- 
ilies whero want, woe, and ignorance 
are making existence wretched, so 
making for increase in crime, and 
that births are not occurring in any 
such numbers among the families of 
financial or educational ability to 
raise children to the best advantage, 
is responsible for this action. As Mrs. 
Poole pointed out in one of her ad- 
dresses, "One of the dangers that is 
a product of the depression is bring- 
ing into the world many children 
whoso handicaps are tragically appar- 
ent. Statistics show that the larg- 
est proportion of births in the last 
few years are In the homes of fam- 
ilies on Welfare Relief. There can 
bo only one answer to that; other 
things being equal, we are apparent- 
ly going to be faced in a few years 
with a generation that will need a 
great deal of outside help in order to 
combat fitly the complexities of life. 
Also, in endorsing the Resolution on 
birth control the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration is following the lead of sev- 
eral other States. The hope of the 
measure, and the intention in its sup- 
port, as outlined by Mrs. Schuyler W. 
Van Ness, chairman of American 
Home, is that married people may 
have the opportunity to obtain birth 
control information legally from rep- 
utable sources, particularly in cases 
where the wife is physically incapaci- 
tated or the husband is not able to 
provide for a large family.” 

During the three-day session, in 
proof of the earnestness of the women 
in their understanding of the situa- 
tion that is confronting our country, 
members going to and from sessions 
stopped at tables to sign a petition 
seeking legislation permitting dis- 
semination of scientifically regulated 
birth control information. 

The Resolution adopted read as fol- 
lows: "Whereas, it is of the utmost 
importance to all Americans that the 
population of our country he vigorous 
and healthy, both physically and men- 
tally: and whereas the proper and 
intelligent use of scientific contracep- 
tive methods under the direction of 
qualified and rpputable physicians is 
essential to these ends, therefore be 
it resolved that the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women’s CHibs in 
convention assembled, endorses the 
principle of federal legislation for the 
dissemination of scientifically regu- 
lated birth control information.” 

Another interesting Resolution of 
the day adopted was that concerning 
State lotteries. It had an exciting 
attendant event. The delegates unan 
imously, even vehemently, opposed the 
establishment of a State lottery in 
Massachusetts! Nay. more, in order 
to convince the State Legislators of 
their stand, they attached a “rider”. 


Tuesday, the 21st of May, was a 
record duy for tho State Federation 
In the bunting-trimmed Convention 
Hull, the opening session was called 
to order by Mrs. Thomas J. Walker, 
tho president, at 10 o’clock. Consid- 
eration of Resolutions proved most in- 
teresting. With only 18 dissenting

The address of the morning was 
given by Miss Mary Sue Wigley, of 
Dawson. Alabama, lecturer on Eco- 
nomic Problems of the Family. Her 
winning southern drawl, and loss of 
final "g’s," Immediately endeared her 
to her audience, and her frnnk state- 
ment of the poverty of her childhood 
days in the Alabama mountains, with 
the struggle of her people for the 
support "i the* family made th< earl 
warm to the character that must have 
been hers, doubtless inherited from a 
good family, which has brought her to 
prominence countrywide in the lecture 
field. What a wealth of understand- 
ing of character she showed when she 
said of those who spend lavishly and 
without wisdom for the sake of "mak- 
ing a splurge,” "Some people keep the 
family poor by trying to advertise 
their prosperity.” Her subject "For- 
ward Plnnning" naturally centered 
about a budget, and of this absolute 
household necessity she said: "A 
young person needs to keep account? 
and budget them on paper. None of 
us get so wise that we can’t benefit 
by budgeting our accounts.' Anri 
then she added quaintly, showing, as 
is so often the case, that he who gives 
excellent advice does not follow it: 
But I can’t ever balance a budget. 
I'm a woman who calls it a 'L. O 
K.’. the "Lord Only Knows.”’ And 
she also added: 

"You cannot run a home like a 
business. A business must succeed 
financially or it ’folds up.’ but wives 
are never fired for inefficiency or fail- 

e to install modern machinery. 

"A clever housewife can Increase 
the family income 50 percent by do- 
ing more gardening, canning, sewing, 
renovating, laundry work, and sham- 
pooing at home. 

"I cannot glorify poverty, because 
I have known poverty on a cotton 
farm in Alabama, but nevertheless 
high standards of living are not ex- 
pressed entirely in Oriental rugs oi 
limousines." 

"Are You Intelligent?" This 
startling query was the topic of the 
address on Tuesday afternoon by Dr. 
Howard W. Haggard, author, let* 
turer, and associate Professor of Ap- 
plied Physiology at Yale, who told 
the clubwomen that 60 per cent of the 
people who go to physicians complain- 
ing .n' ills have nothing tin- mattei 
with* them physically. 

The remedy for this 60 per cent 
who have no real physical ills is psy- 
chiatry," said Dr. Haggard. 

The average physician is only in- 
terested in disease, but we are going 
to train them to be interested in 
health. Doctors in the future will be 
obliged to consider the mental side 
as much if not more than the physi- 
cal. 

“Anything will cure this 60 per cent. 
That is why down through the ages 
we have had so many superstitions 
in regard to cures, so many fallacies, 
toe-twisters, and diet fads. 

•Thvsical examinations annually, or 
every so often, are a good thing, be- 
cause the doctor can become acquaint- 
ed with vou. When you are really sick, 
he comes to you knowing your back- 
ground and can he of more assistance. 
If lie does not know you in health he 
in sickness. oolf1

sentntives should take ac tion upon the 
ponding measure. Whether or not it 
arrived in time to register t be opiu- 
ion of tho club worn elf. the House of 
Representatives "killed" the hill on 
Tuesday afternoon hv a vote of 1SS 
to 40. 

The text of the Resolution read: 

"Whereas if is a well-known fact 
that the establishment of a State lot- 
tery has always been a source of 
moral and political corruption, and 
whereas legalization of a lottery by 
this State not only would result in 
corrupt practices, hut also would he 
official endorsement of a pernicious 
principle, therefore be it resolved that 
the Massachusetts State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs in convention as- 
sembled. May. 1935. oppose the estab- 
lishment of a State lottery by and in 
this Commonwealth.” 

Of further note. also, was tho news 
that came later in the week that there 
were definite plans being made by 
Legislators to have the question as 
to lotteries placed upon the ballot 
In 1936 to he voted upon by the peo 
pie, as an initiative and referendum. 

Quite tame in comparison as to in- 
terest manifested in these two Rose 
utious was the interest in the Resolu- 
tion concerning the World Court. On 
Wednesday, the club delegates r* it- 
erated their endorsement of the ad- 
herence of the United States to the 
Permanent Court of International Jus 
tice. 

ADDRESSES 

Three addresses on Tuesday pu- 
nted various topics to the listening 
clubwomen. A fourth, which is eu 
titled to this descriptive word, was 
that of the State president, in liei 
"report,” Mrs. Walker pointing out 
just what tho State clubwomen have 
been doing during the year in worth- 
while activities. The sum of $103,486 
has been distributed through various 
agencies. Hospitals received $15, ,6b. 
Scholarships. $30,994: Public Welfare. 
$423,665; local Charities. $17,096; 
Foreign Relief, $302; Red Cross. $1.- 
354: Disabled Veterans. $2306; Pub- 
lic Health, $10,509, and miscellaneous. 

Not only are these sums amazing 
considering "the depression,” but it 
nust bo taken into account, also, that 
these do not include many sums given 
by elubs who have failed to reply to 
tho questionnaire, so that even more 
has been contributed to these uve-

Melcher New 
Rotary Pres., 
York Speaks 

James R. Melcher, cashier of the 
Newton National Bank at Newton 
Corner, was elected on Monday pres- 
ident of the Newton Rotary Club for 
the coming year, which begins July 1.

■‘Recreation ranks next to the tex- 
tile business as the largest industry 
in Massachusetts." said Samuel A. 
York. Commissioner of Conservation 
for Massachusetts, in his talk to the 
club. "A great impetus has been given 
this work of reforestation through the 
help of the 6.000 CCC hoys. Within a 
short drive from almost any part of 
the state you can now reach a forest 
preserve where recreational oppor- 
tunities are offered. With our rich 
historical, background as an additional 
drawing card, more people come to 
Massachusetts each year than go to 
the great state of California. This 
is all the more remarkable when we 
take into consideration the fact that 
Massachusetts has not advertised as 
have other states." 

Mr. York told of the methods em- 
ployed by the Commission in trying 
to obtain the maximum amount of rec- 
reation consistent with preserving the 
forests. “We don’t want any Coney 
Islands." he said. In spite of a mod- 
est charge for the use of fire places, 
just enough for upkeep, it is remark- 
able how many people use these 
places each day. according to Mr. 
York. "There are still some 300,000 
acres of land,” he added, "now ap- 
parently useless, which are available 
for further development and which 
the state can procure for about $5 
an acre. Some of this is near Boston. 
Of every dollar spent for the devel- 
opment of this land. 98 cents go to 
the men who do the work. Here is a 
real economic benefit in wages and 
something of permanent value is cre- 
ated.” Mr. York answered questions 
after his informative talk. 

Five guests, including a member of 
the San Francisco Rotary Club, were 
present at this meeting in addition to 
more than fifty members.

Building Boom 

In Newton 


Building activity in this city took 
the largest jump last month in re- 
cent years. During May 89 permits 
were issued by the Newton Public 
Buildings Department calling for an 
estimated cost of $281,652 in work 
to be done. Of these 30 were for one 
family dwellings with an estimated 
alue of $242,750 and 14 for private 
garages estimated to cost $5135. Al- 
terations on residences accounted for 
26 permits, the work to he done esti- 
mated at $30,007.

Dur- 
ing April 46 permits were issued and 
the estimated cost of work was $141.- 
565. For the first live months of this 
year 222 permits have been granted 
and the estimated cost of work $794.-

last year 185 permits were issued and 
the value of the work done under 
them was $778,350.

Slight Increase 
Of Population 

Of Newton 


The population of Newton has had 
but a slight Increase In the past five 
years, according to the census just 
completed under the direction of City 
Clerk Grant. The count, taken in 
connection with the State Decennial 
Census, shows the population to he 
66,319, the females outnumbering the 
males 36,835 to 29,934. The popula- 
tion In 1930 as shown by the United 
States Census, was 65,276. The State 
Census In 1925 gave the population 
of the city as 53,003. 

Work on the present census started 
in January when cards were distrib- 
uted by boys to householders through- 
out the city. Many claimed they did 
not receive cards when members of 
the Newton Police Department made 
visits to houses from which no returns 
had been received. A number of white 
collar workers under E. R. A. auspices 
have been engaged in compiling the 
census.

BIENNIAL SESSIONS OF THE LEGISLATURE 

There is more than the usual interest this year in the question 
of biennial sessions of the legislature. There are many con- 
flicting views regarding such a procedure and in many ways the 
issue has been befogged so that one who is not thoroughly 
acquainted with the situation does not appreciate its full sig- 
nificance. Considerable discussion has been devoted to the 
economy in government which would result. The amount saved 
has been variously estimated and the variations indicate that 
there is much uncertainty about any saving at all. Under the 
biennial system of government proponents contend that the cost 
of one year’s session would be saved except for special ses- 
sions which might be called. It is our experience that a large 
majority of the legislature would immediately increase the 
salary and traveling expense items of its members, thereby 
offsetting the greater part of the estimated savings. In the 
past fifteen years the salaries of the legislators have been in- 
creased twice despite disapproval of the governor in office at 
the time and despite general disapproval of the public. Experi- 
ence has also taught us that special sessions are expensive and 
if Massachusetts should follow many other states such special 
sessions might frequently be called. The textile situation, the 
insurance problems, and many other important measures might 
well need immediate attention. It has also been proven that 
under annual sessions the cost of government in Massachusetts 
has increased much more slowly than in states under biennial 
sessions. In fairness we admit that there is ground for a diverg- 
ence of opinion as to whether or not an annual session has been 
directly responsible for this slower increase. Under biennial 
sessions, however, additional bureaus might well be necessary 
with further centralization of governing power and delegation 
of legislative powers the inevitable end. We have never believed 
in too great a centralized control nor the delegation of gov- 
erning powers to a bureau which might well become autocratic. 
Under existing conditions such delegation of power might well 
be a dangerous and foolish procedure. Under theoretic princ- 
iples we could conceive of a well ordered government but 
unfortunately theoretical plans are frequently far from prac- 
tical. Another advantage claimed for biennial sessions is that it 
would reduce the number of bills presented to the legislature 
by one-quarter or more. The question then arises is it desirable 
to impose a system which is believed to be impractical upon 
the people in order to save consideration of some measure. The 
bills before the legislature which are presented again after 
adverse action number approximately one-fourth or less the 
total of those presented in two years. Many of them have some 
merit and later become adopted when changes are made in the 
measures or changes in the times make them desirable. Those 
that are of no merit may cause some time to be wasted upon 
them but the time involved is immaterial in the end. 

One of the chief arguments used by the proponents of the 
biennial system is that the people should be given the oppor- 
tunity to express an opinion on the subject. It is commonly 
known that referendums on the ballot are seldom expressed in 
such language that the average voter may readily understand 
the question. Furthermore it is widely believed that the voters 
frequently express themselves in favor of a proposal in order 
to bring about a change. Dissatisfied with things as they are 
any proposed change will be supported. The vote as a whole is 
largely emotional and not, we regret, from a practical, com- 
mon sense angle. We thoroughly believe that after a thorough 
discussion of the question of biennial sessions that the voters 
of Newton would reject it. However, the members of the 
legislature have, in this instance, not only the responsibility of 
their constituents but they have a responsibility to the people 
of the state to protect the commonwealth frorh a system which 
would prove more expensive, less representative, and less de- 
sirous than the present system with all its flaws and blemishes. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATION 

The largest class in the history of the Newton High School 
has received its diplomas. Along with congratulations to the 
individual members of the class goes the every wish that they 
will meet success wherever they may go. However, there is a 
feeling of sadness in the hearts of many of the parents and 
friends of the members of the class. For the first time in five 
years weather conditions made it impossible to hold the gradu- 
ation ceremonies out-of-doors and accommodate all those who 
wished to witness the exercises. Compelled to hold the affair 
in the high school auditorium the school committee was faced 
with a physically impossible situation. No auditorium in the 
city is large enough to accommodate a large graduating class 
and both parents and friends of those participating as well as 
alumnae and other interested people. Thus it happened that 
at least one parent of many of the graduates was unable to 
witness a ceremony which meant a great deal to that parent. 
It was an unfortunate situation which commands sympathy for 
those disappointed parents. It becomes a situation which in the 
future the school committee will have to recognize. The out-door 
ceremony at the school athletic field is an impressive and in- 
spiring affair. It cannot be duplicated in any auditorium. We 
should dislike to see it given up and the graduation exercises 
transferred to an auditorium outside of the city and yet such 
a solution might well be considered. The school committee, we 
know, was faced with a difficult situation which it handled as 
efficiently as possible. The problem of future graduations is 
one which will require careful consideration. 


PATRIOTISM BY LEGISLATION 

The legislature this week approved a bill requiring teachers 
in public and private schools to take an oath to support the 
Constitution of the United States before they can qualify for a 
teaching position. The intent of the bill, to promote patriotism 
and discourage communistic and un-American teachings, is a 
desirable end. In our opinion the legislation will never make 
a patriot out of a teacher who is not a patriot at heart. 
Patriotism is not achieved by legislation any more than pro- 
hibition was enforceable by the Volstead act. Considerable 
fuss and furore was made over the measure which might well 
have been spent over more practical things. 


The accident at the bridge over 
the Charles River at Bemis last Sun- 
day when an automobile skidded 
through the flimsy pipe fence, dropped 
Into the river nnd pinned the driver 
underneath, again calls attention to 
the need of proper protection at this 
and other bridges In this city. Stout, 
steel cables should he placed at eith- 
er side of this bridge. And similar 
cables should be placed at the bridge 
over the B. & A. tracks nt St. Jnmes 
st.. Newton. Also, the fence along the 
railroad tracks between Newtonville 
nnd West Newton has tumbled down 
for a considerable distance and ought 
to be replaced by a wire fence before 
some smnll child wanders onto the 
tracks and gets killed. 


The flashing beacon at the inter- 
section of Charlesbank i d. and Charles 
River Parkway, between Newton and 
Faneuil. flashes so feebly that it is 
difficult to see it. The other night an 
automobile was wrecked when it ran 
onto the curb. 

Some time ago parking restrictions 
were placed on Chapel st. between 
Watertown and California sts. This 
was the result of employees of fac- 
tories nearby using the street for all- 
day parking purposes and impeding 
traific. We have been informed that 
as a result many automobiles are 
parked not only on California st.. but 
also on Dalby st. which runs parallel 
to Chapel st. Dalby st. is quite nar- 
row, thickly settled and many small 
children live on it. As a result of the 
congestion there from its use as a 
parking space by the factory employ- 
ees. it is difficult for cars to get 
through the street and the lives of the 
children living on it are endangered. 
Parking restrictions should also he 
placed on Dalby st. 

The depression isn’t over, the 
weather this Spring has been cold nnd 
damp, but when have you seen the 
foliage greener or the shrubs and flow- 
ers more beautiful? The rhododen- 
drons have been gorgeous the past few 
weeks, the peonies are now blooming 
in brilliant splendor. Nature certainly 
does its part to make this world at- 
tractive. The biggest obstacle to hap- 
piness is man with his selfishness and 
stupidness. 


Funny, isn’t it, how some politi- 
cians who pose as champions of the 
common people and denounce plutoc- 
racy and aristocracy, like to put on 
the dog and give grandiose exhibitions 
whenever the opportunity arises. 


The statement from Alderman Syd- 
ney Holden that he will be a candi- 
date for Mayor at the coming city elec- 
tion ends the rumors spread by sup- 
posed political wiseacres to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Holden intended to 
throw his support to one of the other 
candidates in return for future poli- 
tical reciprocity. The Newton Centre 
alderman will he a strong factor In 
the coming contest. He is conversant 
with Newton and city affairs, has in- 
fluential supporters and can be de- 
pended on to make a determined cam- 
paign. 


The desecration of the tomb of Gen- 
eral Hull at the old cemetery on Cen 
tre street again emphasizes the need 
of surrounding this resting place of 
the founders of Newton with a fence. 
The neighborhood around the ceme- 
tery has become developed for resi- 
dential purposes in the past few years 
and this colonial landmark should be 
better protected from intrusion. 

Fall From Window 
Kills Newton Man

The Newton Rotary Club was ad- 
dressed at its regular meeting held 
at the Brne Bum Monday by Myron C. 
Huckle, founder nnd head of the 
United States Diesel Engineering 
School. 1106 Commonwealth ave.. Bos- 
ton. Mr. Huckle outlined the tremen- 
dous growth of this relatively new in- 
dustry which in 1934 Installed approx- 
imately 750,000 HP and Is expected In 
1935 to exceed 1.000,000 HP. Diesel 
engines burn low grade fuel and tire 
by compression rather than by elec- 
tric spark. They were developed in 
Germany more than a quarter of n 
century ago and are used extensively 
abroad. In this country they have 
been common in marine use for years 
and more recently in municipal power 
plants, trucks, tractors and excavat- 
ing machinery. Many manufacturers 
are on the point of bringing out auto- 
mobile Diesel engines. The stream 
line trains so much in the public eve 
at the moment are Diesel powered. 

With the quick growth of the Diesel 
industry has come a demand for 
trained production, operation and 
maintenance men which cannot be 
tilled by technical departments of high 
schools nnd colleges. The United 
States Diesel Engineering School was 
established in 1933 and has risen to a 
dominant place in the East through 
its laboratory of more than 15 Diesel 
engines of various types and sizes 
and its instruction staff of 14 special- 
ists in all phases of an industry. 
There are now about 150 students en- 
rolled in the day nnd evening courses, 
including several from Wellesley, 
Needham. Newton and neighboring 
towns. 

Inspector Goode 
Has Good Memory 

Inspector Richard Goode of the 
Newton police long ago won a reputa- 
tion for having a very retentive mem- 
ory. Last Friday he gave further evi- 
dence of this fact when he arrested 
John Copola as the latter was re- 
leased from the Dedham jail after 
serving a year’s sentence for burg- 
lary.

More Children In 

Need of Summer Care 


Owing to poor living conditions ami 
undernourishment, resulting from the 
prolonged depression, more children 
than usual have been referred to the 
Newton Welfare Bureau, by school 
nurses and other agencies, for sum- 
mer vacation care. They are chil- 
dren who are definitely underweight 
or tuberculosis contact cases and are 
in need of carefully supervised sum- 
mer camp care. 

The budget of the Health fund, for 
which the sale of Christmas Seals is 
the only source of Income, has been 
most carefully adjusted hy the Health 
Committee and the staff of the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau. It does not, how- 
ever, meet the needs of all oases of 
children which have been referred to 
the Bureau for attention. The futures 
of these children depend to a large ex- 
tent upon immediate wise care. The 
opportunity exists for mothers and 
fathers in Newton who will count it 
a privilege to contribute to the Health 
fund to furnish care for one or more 
of these girls and hoys for a purt 
or the whole of the vacation period.

“To The Ladies" 

"It would be a chivalrous thing 
to do if you included ladies in your 
proposed bicycle races on the side- 
walks of Newton." writes an anonym- 
ous correspondent.

Taking All in All 

It Is no surprise to me. with so 
many things being improved upon, 
that the system of paying real estate 
tax bills has come under the spell.

Highlights at 

Swampscott 

ADDRESSES (Continued) 


"The growth of lobbying and the 
art of propaganda have assumed such 
proportions in the world that unless 
something is done to protect the legis- 
lators who honestly want to servo 
the best interests of the people at 
large, we shall soon And ourselves gov- 
erned by those who can make the 
largest noise and voice the loudest 
threats.” 

So spoke Mrs. Poole, in her address 
of Tuesday evening. May 21st, before 
about 2,500 clubwomen assembled in 
Convention Hall, for the Annual Meet- 
ing of the State Federation at Swamp- 
scott. Certainly she was right when 
she declared that this condition of af- 
fairs would amaze her hearers. She 
gave a telling example of the force 
of public opinion in the defeat of our 
adherence to the World Court as the 
cause for her statement. She urged 
the women to face this situation and 
declared: "I have come to the con- 
clusion that the women of this country 
must go into lobbying and propaganda 
work to offset that which the men 
are doing in these fields.” 

What she took us a sign of the new 
independence of women in their po- 
litical thought, was evident in her 
statement: 

"There is a real surge among wom- 
en the country over not to enter the 
partisan-political field, hut to stand 
for that which they know to he right. 
And there is a movement from the 
other side to put women back in the 
kitchen. 

"Women should do their work in the 
kitchen, hut at the same time women 
can do their part to help their coun- 
try just as well as any men that I 
know.” 

In this may he seen her warning of 
the concerted effort to drive women 
out of the Held of knowledge of public 
affairs, and her appeal that they he 
alert to this menace. 

She also frankly stated that "A 
dictator in Washington would he more 
acceptable to me than the present 
Congress." It was her opinion that 
an able and responsible dictator was 
to be preferred. 

On the turbulent question of crime 
and its curbing which is now absorb- 
ing the attention of nation-wide, inter- 
ests, she said: "There has been in 
this country, we are glad to say, an 
awakened determination to curb crime 
in all its many ramifications. More 
publicity along certain lines can he 
of great value, but there are other 
ways in which we can help as well. 
Just as long as we have lawyers who 
can be counted upon to aid and abet 
the criminal, courts that can be 
bought, jurors of a low mentality, and 
a court procedure that deliberately 
hamstrings the course of justice, you 
will find it most difficult to clean up 
our country as we desire." 

Equally fearlessly she spoke upon 
other public problems. "We are glad 
we live in a country that believes in 
the free press, hut there is a vast 
difference between a free press and 
tho press that recognizes no bounds 
of decency. I wish some way could 
be devised for keeping out of our 
future papers stories of divoree scan- 
dals, murder trials, and other phases 
of crime that serve no good purpose 
and to a certain type of adolescent 
mind give an added stimulus to un- 
balanced living. 

"In the community in which the 
child and the young person must he 
the center, we would do well to regu- 
late more carefully the so-called finer 
things of life. We welcome the growth 
of municipal art exhibits, tho foster- 
ing of community chorus work and 
little theater movements, the regula- 
tion of the type of pictures shown to 
tho public, and the very strong senti- 
ment recently aroused in our country 
that tho radio, so powerful and far- 
reaching in its influence, must have 
a certain amount of regulation and 
supervision for the good of all.” 

No one hearing Mrs. Poole’s address 
could doubt that sho has become, 
thoroughly conversant with many 
problems since her residence in Wash- 
ington. 

Clubwomen will not foiV’«t her warn- 
ing words. They may ponder them to 
advantage during the summer and 
be ready for an effective campaign 
when the clubs convene again. 

Wednesday saw several very frank 
and stirring discussions of public and 
home affairs. In the morning Mrs. 
Margaret Wells Wood, consultant to 
Social, Civic, and Educational Groups 
on Questions of Social Hygiene, urged 
sex education for the public schools. 
In the afternoon J. Frederick Es- 
Hury, called the dean of Washington 
correspondents, gavo a fearless dis- 
cussion of Politics, und tile ltev. Al- 
bert C. Dieffeubuch, editor of "Re- 
ligion Today," iu the Boston Tran- 


script, as frankly stated what should 
be "The Public Service of a News- 
paper." in the evening an expose of 
Gangland in Crime was frank and 
fearless. 

Clubwomen who voted on Tuesday 
morning that information on birth 
control he disseminated legally, heard 
Mrs. Wood advocate sex education in 
the public schools, beginning with the 
tots in the first grade. In her presen- 
tation of the problems confronting 
young people "Growing Up In the 
World Today." She criticised the 
average High School course for girls, 
which, she said, begins with Instruc- 
tions on how to wash a baby In- 
stead of teaching the girls the pro- 
per approach to parenthood. 

"Teaching a girl to wash a baby 
will never keep her from having one." 
the speaker said. 

"We continue to emphasize cultural 
education for girls and material ed- 
ucation for boys when we should be 
preparing young people frankly, hon- 
estly and sincerely for life itself,” she 
asserted. 

"What we need is an integrated 
and diffused program of sex education, 
beginning at the first grade. These 
courses should be put in charge of 
an intelligent board. There is room 
for a club woman on every such 
board.” 

In support of her argument Mrs. 
Wood quoted the late Jane Addams’ 
statement to the effect that "Whether 
adults know’ it or not. youth knows 
that the business of youth is mating." 

"Boys and girls,” Mrs. Wood as- 
serted, "do not go to High School 
primarily to study. The most impor- 
tant time to them is before school, 
during recess, and after school, when 
they are getting acquainted with each 
other." 

"Clubwomen should help young 
people to enter marriage earlier and 
to make happy adjustments in mar- 
riage," she said. "Present economic 
conditions, with the attendant high 
cost of living, have made it impos- 
sible for many young men and wom- 
en to enter upon marriage at ihe nor- 
mal age." 

She urged clubwomen everywhere, 
whether in small or large communi- 
ties, to take a keener interest in the 
orohlems of youth and to interest 
themselves in supervising the moving 
pictures, dance halls, and recreation 
centers. 

"Youth must have its fun,” she de- 
clared, "but not in vicious surround- 
ings. There is a big opportunity for 
clubwomen to make recreation cen- 
ters safe," she said, "and a work 
worth their doing." 

In discussing "The Checkered 
Course of Politics," Mr. Essary — for 
twenty-five years one of the most com- 
petent and successful political writers 
iu the country — said: "The most 
desperate need in our public life at 
tlie moment is a strong, vigorous and 
resourceful opposition to the party in 
power. Every hour <>f every day the 
party which happens at a given time 
to he charged with the administration 
of Government should be face to face 
with a challenge from the party out of 
power. There is no other way to put 
an effective curb upon the arrogance 
or the abuses or that maladministra- 
tion of the regime which is elected to 
man our Government. 

"For that reason, I would hail with 
delight t lie regeneration and revival 
of the Republican Party. The par- 
ty may he down and dazed and demor- 
alized, but it is not dead. If the New 
Deal collapses In another year. 1 warn 
you to look out for a resurrection of 
the Republican Party that may lead 
protesting people to a smashing vic- 
tory. But while there may be no 
organized opposition to t lie New Deal, 
the opposition which we commonly 
associate with political parties, there 
is opposition nevertheless. At the mo- 
ment. it comes from the extreme 
left, represented by such leadership as 
that offered by Senator Huey Long. 
Father Coughlin and Governor Olson." 

Mr. Essary warned his audience 
against discounting Long’s abilities, 
his inordinate ambitions and his mass 
appeal. He advised his hearers to 
keep an eye on Long and Father 
Coughlin, and warned that the time 
may come when his hearers would 
thank God for a Franklin Roosevelt 
to stand between them and the ele- 
ments of discontent that these two 
men are now attempting to mobilize. 

Taking as his subject "The Public 
Service of a Newspaper," Dr. Dief- 
fcnhacli said: "A newspaper is pri- 
vately owned and published for com- 
mercial profit, and yet it is the com- 
mon property, so to speak, of the pub- 
lic. The sense of proprietorship which 
everybody has in the daily press is 
not to be found in any other busi- 
ness. 

"This remarkable advantage gives 
tlie newspaper an inestimable op- 
portunity to perform the highest kind 
of public service. A paper which at- 
tempts to serve its own ends is non- 
existent. There are journals which 
are a mixture of self-interest and 
public usefulness, hut only those pa- 
pers survive which keep the balance 
heavily on the side of the readers’ 
rights and needs. 

"Tlie first obligation of a newspa- 
per," Dr. Dleffenhach told his audi- 
ence, "is to print the news. All other 
phases of tin* production of a paper 
are less important than tin* honest and 
intelligent reporting of the facts. 

"The public has a right to know 
what is actually happening, wlmt poo

pie are doing, what events are occur- 
ring. The newspaper is the daily rec- 
ord of everything that seems of in- 
terest, and so far as they can do so 
editors endeavor to place the proper 
value on what is published, dividing 
the passing from the permanent, the 
casual from the significant. 

"Of course editors will have their 
prejudices and they are not without 
defects of temper and intelligence. 
But they are also conscious of the 
fact that they are in a privileged call- 
ing. enjoying from the Government 
their special constitutional guaranty 
not to enter into any other private 
business or industry. The freedom of 
the press is considered one of the 
cornerstones of democracy, and indeed 
of any decent society. 

"In a newspaper office the whole at- 
mosphere is charged with fidelity to 
facts. Unless a man has a natural 
gift for facts above all partisanship 
and all predilections he is not fit to 
he a reporter or editor. This is the 
foundation of our service to the pub- 
lic. Give the people facts. Let the 
editorials and articles of opinion have 
their say, but base them all on things 
that have actually been said and 
done.” 

"If Massachusetts wants to elimi- 
nate crime it must first dispose of 
gambling houses, lottery emporiums 
and establishments of vice. Without 
these houses and gambling joints the 
criminals have no place together," C. 
Ray Hansen of Chicago, a lawyer and 
crime investigator, told the clubwom- 
en Wednesday evening. He was 
speaking on "Government in Gang- 
land” and urged the clubwomen to ex- 
ercise their franchise and to see to 
it that men in power are not governed 
by gangland. 

In his opinion. Massachusetts has 
"gone lottery mad." He gave some 
of his experiences for six weeks with 
the Capone gang. He pointed out that 
“crime and politics go hand in hand." 
and that "the only way to eliminate 
crime is the honest use of the voting 
franchise." 

He graphically described his own 
experiences. He was pulled out of a 
polling place where he was doing duty 
as a guard, was taken for a ride and 
severely beaten. He worked among 
gangsters as one of them to obtain 
evidence, with a resultant conviction 
of SCO men. He also said that he had 
had many death threats, and had re- 
ceived thousands of dollars. 

It was further pointed out that in 
every political setup, the unscrupulous 
candidate has a power behind the 
throne. He urged women's clubs to 
do lobbying and to get rid of the can- 
didate who fraternizes with criminals, 
for it is the ballot that counts. 

On Thursday morning another stirr- 
ing warning of a threatening problem 
was voiced by a speaker on “The 
Rise of Fascism and the Decline of 
Socialism and Communism"; and one 
of Massachusetts’ clubwomen voiced 
the warning as to discrimination 
against women, carrying forward what 
Mrs. Poole had said in her address 
Tuesday evening. 

Herbert Agar, former attache to the 
American embassy in London, said 
that there is immediate danger of 
Fascism getting a hold in this country, 
hut not Communism. Fascism, he 
pointed out. comes first from an at- 
tempt to reform capitalism and in the 
last stage of Fascism the popular ora- 
tors, the "hooplas" of Fascism, are 
used to support the worst elements 
of big scale capitalists. 

“So." said the speaker, "what be- 
gan in the left wing of the movement 
inside capitalism, ends with extreme 
repression and the preservation of 
only tho worst elements of capital- 
ism." 

Mr. Agar said that he was one of 
a group of people who are planning 
a new organization that will be 
launched in the section of the Miss 
issipi valley; the main object, first, is 
to clarify tho present public issues so 
that people will see that there is a 
way of working out the present econ- 
omic difficulties and making the real 
American system come to life again, 
and by which our democracy of equal - 1 
ity and freedom can be saved. 

He believes that a crisis has come 
in the thinking of the people, and 
that there are those who don’t really 
understand the ideals upon which 
America is founded. This uew or- 
ganization, which at present goes un- 
named, in ids opinion, will serve as 
a clearing house for the issues of 
the day. In closing, he said. America 
is the only nation iu the world which 
has so favorable an opportunity in 
finding its way out. He advised the I 
owning of property for he said, "prop 
erty ownership is the only basis of 
real democracy." 

Mrs. Elizabeth W. Pigeon of Bos- 
ton. chairman of the department of 
Education, General Federation of 
Women's Clubs, said that today the 
tendency is to eliminate married wom- 
en in office work und government 
services, us they have been eliminat- 
ing them pretty consistently from 
school touching. "Under the guise of 
the depression and economic necessi- 
ty. there is un undercurrent of Fasc- 
ism insidiously creeping over the coun

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Annual Meeting of The First Church 

of Christ, Scientist, Boston, Monday 


A call to renewed activity in the 
daily application of Christian Science 
was issued Monday. June 3. at the an- 
nual meeting of The Mother Church. 
The First Church of Christ. Sci- 
entist, In Boston. Massachusetts, by 
The Christian Science Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Church officers in their reports di- 
vulged mnrked growth of the move- 
ment throughout the world and in- 
creased demand for the writings of 
Mary Baker Eddy. Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science. 

George Wendell Adams, speaking 
as chairman of the Board of Directors, 
stressed the need for interest not 
only in problems of individuals, "but 
also in the general welfare of the 
world. Truth and Love hold guard 
over the whole world as well as over 
the minutest occupant of it." the Di- 
rectors said. 

“In these days of unrest, with ru- 
mors of vital disagreements among 
nations, we should turn often in 
prayerful expectancy that nation shall 
not rise up against nation, but that 
Love. God. will be acknowledged as 
supreme in the affairs of men. In 
reality, men and nations do not envy 
and hate each other: because they 
have one heavenly Father they re- 
spect and love each other." 

Referring to the new Christian Sci- 
ence Publishing House which in- 
creased demand for Christian Science 
literature made necessary. Mr. Adams 
asserted that while wholesome ae 
tivity in the movement continues,

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Allege Smoke 
Nuisance At 
Auburndale 


Alderman Cronin Says Neigh- 
bor Accuses Lasell 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Cronin called attention to an alleged 
smoke nuisance at Auburndale. He 
said that Henry Goodman of Haw- 
thorne ave. had complained to him 
that he has been bothered by heavy 
smoke coming frequently from houses 
on either side of the Goodman prop- 
erty which are owned by Lasell Sem- 
inary and used as dormitories. Cro- 
nin said that Goodman had resided 
on the street for 29 years and had 
been bothered for the past few years 
since the educational institution 
bought the adjoining residences and 
used soft coal for fuel. Cronin quo- 
ted Section 39 Chapter 140 of the 
Massachusetts statutes which pro- 
hibits heavy smoke issuing from any 
chimney for more than 5 minutes in 
any one hour, or 90 minutes in one 
day unless a special permit hus been 
granted by a city or town. He asked 
if any permit has been so given to 
Lasell Seminary and was told by Al- 
derman Hill that none had. Cronin 
said that something should be done 
to stop the alleged nuisance caused 
by very black smoke.

Community Chest work was discus- 
sed in great detail at tho conference 
of the Community Chests and Coun- 
cils. Inc., just held In Montreal, Can- 
ada. This meeting marked the seven- 
teenth birthday of this association, 
and during tho recent depression 
years over one hundred Community 
Chests have been organized. 

The key note of the entire meeting 
was the need for a more general un- 
derstanding and appreciation of the 
many ways in which the present Com- 
munity Chest set-up increases the re- 
sults from every dollar raised. Thi3 
is brought about by a closer co-opera- 
tion between government and private 
relief organizations, as well as co- 
operation between all member-agen- 
cies. 

Tho Newton Community Chest In- 
corporated is a member of the Na- 
tional Organization, and was repre- 
sented at the Montreal meeting by Mr. 
L. A. Bruce. Jr.. Executive Secretary. 
In speaking about our own Newton 
Community Chest, Mr. Bruce said, 
“Some still think of the Community 
Chest here in Newton as 'just another 
drive for money/ As a matter of fact 
it is a case of one systematic collec- 
tion of money instead of fourteen. 
People should also remember that the 
collection of money is only one of six 
important duties of the Chest. These 
six duties are: 

1. Assist and work closely with 
each member-agency. 

2. Co-ordinate the work of member- 
agencies with that of all other private 
and public social service agencies of 
the city. 

3. Keep you informed regarding 
the work of each member-agency and 
that of the Chest organization. 

4. Work out tho smallest possible 
budget to handle the work as you want 
it done. 

5. Collect pledges and money once 
a year, keeping the cost as low as pos- 
sible. 

6. Spend money in accordance with 
the budget in a way to get the most 
good for every dollar used. 

The Montreal meeting was an ex- 
ceptionally instructive one. and many 
things emphasized will be of real 
value in connection with our work in 
Newton.”

Start Meeting Monday Hour 
and Half Late 

A record wan established at the 
meeting of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen on Tuesday night. This meet- 
ing. in common with other regular 
meeting of fhe Board van ajivertis^d 
to start at 7:45 p. m.. and several 
persons were .in the Aldermanic 
Chamber at that hour waiting for the 
public hearings scheduled on the 
docket of the meeting. But. they had 
to wait until 9:08 for the meeting to 
commence, nearly an hour and a half 
after it was supposed to start. 

The first hearing on the docket was 
on a petition of the Edison Company 
and the Telephone Company for a joint 
pole location on Grove at., near Cen- 
tral st.. Auburndale. Alderman 
Cronin asked Mr. Pepin of the Edison 
Company why the pole location is 
asked for. He was told that the Edi- 
son Company has no present need for 
this pole but the Telephone Company 
wants it. Mr. Campbell of the latter 
company explained that the pole is 
needed for an additional cable which 
otherwise would have to be carried 
over a circuituous route. The Edison 
and Telephone Companies also asked 
for a pole location on Bruce rd. near 
Cotton st. to serve new houses there. 

The Licenses Committee reported 
no action necessary on the petition 
of Peter Mclnnis and others asking 
that the Middlesex & Boston Company 
be ordered to discontinue operating 
busses on Floral and Hyde sts.. New- 
ton Highlands. Alderman Hill said 
that the M. & B. has a franchise right 
to run busses on Floral st. and had 
been given a temporary permit to op- 
erate busses on Hyde st. by the New- 
ton Street Department. He said that 
in view of the fact that the Aldermen 
did not grant the temporary permit, 
the committee believed that the Board 
should not rescind this permit. 

The Licenses Committee, according 
to the docket, presented a majority 
report of five yeas, with Aldermen 
Akins and Guzzi dissenting, disap- 
proving of a list of billboard locations 
which had been submitted for approval 
by the State Department of Pkblic 
Works. Alderman Hill, chairman of 
i the committee, said that the majority 
! of the committee did not believe any 
I permits should be issued for these 
signs because of pending legislation 
regarding billboards. He explained 
that locations for five billboards had 
been submitted by the State officials. 
One is for a small sign. 5 by 3 feet, at 
2264 Washington at.. Lower Falls. 
Three are for huge billboards to sur- 
mount one-story buildings in the 
Nonantum section. One on the build- 
ing at Chapel and Watertown sts.. has 
dimensions 50 by 12 feet; a second 
on the opposite corner of these two 
streets is 25 by 12 feet, the third at 
325 Watertown st. has measurments 
of 50 by 12 feet. The fifth billboard 
location is on Needham st. opposite 
Kenneth st.. Newton Highlands, with 
measurements of 150 by 12 feet. Al- 
derman Hill stated that the big bill- 
boards at Nonantum and Newton 
Highlands would violate the building 
code of Newton. 

Alderman Akins said he had not 
agreed with the majority of the com- 
mittee in opposing these billboards 
because he knew of no reasons why 
the Aldermen should object to them, 
and he is not opposed to billboards 
in general. He stated that after hear- 
ing the City Solicitor give reasons be- 
fore the meeting started, why the 
billboards in question should be op- 
posed. he would agree with the major- 
ity of the committee. Alderman Guzzi 
also said that after listening to the 
City Solicitor, he would vote with 
the majority of the committee. The 
Board voted to accept the committee 
report and requested the Mayor and 
City Solicitor to oppose the billboards. 

On recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee the Board voted leave to 
withdraw on the petition of Philip 
Rubin for a permit to sell second- 
hand automobiles at 294 Washington 
(Continued on page 4)

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COMMENCEMENT SEASON 

The commencement season is always one of unusual interest 
with the various colleges conferring degrees and awarding 
diplomas to many of the young people of the Newtons. The 
college graduate this year is somewhat more fortunate than the 
alumnae of the past five years. Prior to 1930 the graduate 
went forth into the world with all the confidence of making 
good in the untold opportunities which then existed. During the 
past five years the graduate has accepted his diploma with a 
great feeling of bewilderment as to what the future held in 
store and with a great feeling of uncertainty as to the value of 
the education he had striven to obtain. Today there still exists 
a certain amount of doubt as to where to turn but it is encour- 
aging to note the existence of opportunities. Many colleges are 
reporting that more places have been found for graduates 
than for several years past. The troublous times of the past five 
years, despite the continued dearth of employment, have given 
way in part to a diligent effort toward the social and economic 
security of the future. The problem is complex. It will require 
new ideas arid new leaders to bring about a solution. Many 
of these new ideas and much of the new leadership will come 
from those who have prepared to take their place in the 
world. 


A NEW TAX PROGRAM 

A new tax program has been submitted to Congress at the 
time when most people were hopefully looking forward to a 
speedy completion of the present session of that body. The sub- 
mission of such a tax program, appealing as it does to those 
who believe in a “share-the-wealth” plan is disturbing to many 
phases of a natural tendency toward recovery. There are two 
radically different foundations for a tax program. One ap- 
proach to the tax problem is that which will balance the budget 
and meet the expenditures of government. The other approach 
is that of bringing about social and economic regulation by 
taxation. In this latter plan the power of taxation may readily 
be misused. We believe in proper regulation of activities which 
have a direct bearing upon the public interest but we foresee 
the dangers which will be encountered in attempting to en- 
force regulation by taxation. Can we hope that Congress will 
guard against the pitfalls which confront the nation? 


A CO-OPERATIVE EFFORT 

A movement is underway to eliminate “ragweed” in order 
that many mav be relieved from the sufferings of hay fever, 
for which this obnoxious plan is greatly responsible. The at- 
tempt should have the co-operation of everyone. We under- 
stand' that the city will do what is possible to prevent the 
growth of ragweed upon public property but that it is up to 
every individual to do his share where the weed is prevalent 
upon private land. The neighboring community of Brookline 
has had considerable success in an effort to destroy this plant 
and we trust that Newton, through the co-operation of all 
residents, will do likewise.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Tuesday night Alderman 
Gtizzi asked If It. Is legal to allow the 
use of the Newton Center plnyground 
for circus performances this week. 
President Gordon of the Board did not 
answer the question. He merely stat- 
ed that "this is an executive matter.” 
Guzzi mentioned that the permit 
for the use of the plnyground had 
been granted to the Newton Centre 
Women’s Club under whose auspices 
the circus performances were given, 
and he remarked that use of Victory 
Field playground at Nonantum had 
been refused last year to Newton 
Lodge of Elks and Veterans of For- 
eign Wars. 

It is no secret that the use of any 
city owned playground or other pub- 
lic property by individuals or organiza- 
tions for a circus, carnival or similar 
activities for which admission is 
charged is not legnl. The City Sol- 
icitor has perforce had to admit this 
on various occasions. The circus at 
Newton Centre niav have been a 
harmless, enjoyable form of entertain- 
ment. and had yesterday been a good 
day. the Newton Center Women’s 
Club might have profited financially 
from its share of the receipts. But. 
the use of the playground for such n 
purpose should not have been grant- 
ed. When one organization is grant- 
ed such a privilege it is inevitable 
that other organizations will demnnd 
similar privileges. We know that as 
a result of the permit having been 
granted for the use of the Newton 
Centre playground, applications will 
soon be presented for the use of other 
playgrounds. And the permits sought 
will not all he for circus performances. 
Some will he for carnivals. Cities 
such as Cambridge and Waltham 
which have been liberal in granting 
permits for onmivals in the past, have 
recently decided to ban this type of 
entertainment. The use of play- 
grounds should he restricted to the 
purpose for which citizens were 
taxed to purchase and develop them, 
and are taxed to maintain them — for 
recreational activities of children and 
young people. It costs money to 
create and keep grass on playgrounds. 
After a circus or a carnival has been 
held on a playground, take a look at 
the grass — or what’s left of it. 


The Board of Aldermen did the 
right thing on Tuesday night by re- 
fusing to approve the locations for bill- 
boards submitted by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works. Three of these 
were for locations of huge billboards 
on top of one story buildings at No- 
nantum. The fourth was for a bill- 
hoard 150 ft. long on Needham st.. 
Newton Highlands. Nonantum or any 
other section of Newton should not be 
rendered unsightly by big billboards. 
Several years ago the Newton Aider- 
men adopted a policy of refusing to 
approve locations for additional bill- 
hoards In this city but the State De- 
partment of Public Works at that time 
showed a strong partiality for the bill- 
board interests, overrode the action 
of the Newton Aldermen and author- 
ized the erection of the big billboards. 


Mountain laurel in this section of 
the United States has been largely 
exterminated through the ignorance 
and inconsiderateness of the many 
thousands of autoists in past years 
who have broken off the beautiful 
blooms, and by the commercial use of 
laurel leaves by florists. There is 
considerable mountain laurel still 
growing along the Souhegan Valley 
between Wilton and Greenville, New 
Hampshire, and in the nearby town of 
Sharon.

Re- 
cently youths involved in an alleged 
burglary stated they were sold beer 
in a restaurant in this city a few 
hours before they were captured in a 
store. Another restaurant in this city 
has a poor reputation because of the 
number of customers emerging from 
it. obviously under the Influence of 
liquor.

BIENNIAL SESSIONS 

June 19, 1935. 

To the Editor: 

In my opposition to Biennial Ses- 
sions I am not Interested particularly 
in tho $400,000 saving about which 
they make so much talk: this amounts 
to less than one-half of one per cent 
of the total budget of the State. It is 
doubtful if there would be any snving. 
In States where they have Blenninl 
Sessions they have frequent Hpeclnl 
sessions, and last winter, when I was 
in Philadelphia, I cut a clipping out 
of the Philadelphia Inquirer which 
said that the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture. during the off year, had special 
sessions which cost the State one and 
a quarter million dollars. 

My opposition to Biennial Sessions 
is based on something more fundamen- 
tal and more serious than the quest jon 
of the money that can he saved and 
that is the disaster which threatens 
the Commonwealth in t lie disintegra- 
tion of our representative form of 
government. Over 100 years ago the 
two men who hud the most to do with 
formulating the policy of our national 
government were Alexander Hamilton 
and James Madison. In the celebrated 
tenth article of the Federalists papers 
these men stressed very particularly 
the danger which would threaten this 
nation when we departed from our 
representative form of government, 
and left it to the people to decide im- 
portant questions. 

Massachusetts has the distinction 
of having the second oldest legislative 
body in the world and it has been in 
continuous session for 300 years. Now 
the reason for tills is due to the fact 
that John Wlntlirop our wise Gover- 
nor in 1630, devised a new scheme of 
government, which was that the peo- 
ple should elect representatives who 
should meet and act upon important 
public questions for the people. It is 
a recognized fact by all students of 
history that this one fact alone is re- 
sponsible for t lie Massachusetts legis- 
lative body achieving the distinction 
that it has. 

It is true that the town meeting 
where* the people vote directly is. and 
has been, a very important feature 
in our local government. The voice 
of the people here has been successful 
due to the fact that as a rule they 
are familiar with their local issues. 
My opposition to the Biennial Sessions 
is based on this attack on the repre- 
sentative form of government and also 
>on the fact that I have always been 
opposed to the Initiative and Refer- 
endum. There was grave questioning 
in the Constitutional Convention as 
to the adoption of this particular fea- 
ture in the revised Constitution, and 
when it was sent to the people what 
were the most striking facts shown 
by the vote on the Initiative and Ref- 
erendum Amendment? They show 
170,646 votes for, 162,103 against and 
96,698 blunks. a majority for the 
amendment of only 8543. Every county 
in the State voted NO except Plym- 
outh County with 1050 majority and 
Suffolk County with 25,371 majority 
and 21,361 blanks in Suffolk County. 
Is it not clear then that on this mat- 
ter Suffolk County controlled the en- 
tire State Constitution and changed it 
in spite of all of the rest of the State 
except Plymouth County? 

I have great faith in the people and 
their final judgment and I do not 
question the intelligence of the elec- 
torate, but 1 do question their ability 
to vote intelligently on any of our 
Referenda. 

I wonder how many of the propo- 
nents of this particular legislation 
have ever read the Constitution of 
Massachusetts, which is a wonderful 
document. I doubt whether more than 
15 or 20 per cent of the people of this 
Commonwealth have any idea of what 
this agitation in favor of Biennial 
Sessions is about other than it may 
save $400,000. On the other hand they 
are going back to the people to settle 
momentous questions. There is no 
record in history of any pure democ- 
racy (and pure democracy means the 
people acting directly on legislative 
matters) which has existed for more 
than 50 years. 

There is one other thing that is 
very important. The citizens of Mas- 
sachusetts enjoy a right which no oth- 
er people on the face of the earth 
enjoy and that is the right of petition. 
Every citizen lias the right to petition 
the Legislature for relief from uny 
grievance that lie has, whether it is 
real or imaginary, and every petition, 
no mutter how insignificant it may 
seem, receives the sume treatment as 
does our budget and the expenditure 
of the State’s money. It has to be 
heard by a committee, has to be acted 
upon, going through the several mo- 
tions that every bill goes through, 
and he acted upon by both houses. 
To my mind this is a great safety 
valve and Biennial Sessions would 
abridge this to a great extent. The 
result might he that our sessions 
would be a great deal longer than 
they are. 

There is another thing about which 
there is a lot of misinformation. You 
see in our newspapers frequent allu- 
sion to the fuct that we pass a great 
number of hills. Analysis mude of tiie 
approximate 475 measures passed out 
of nearly 2000 petitions which were 
filed in 1933 shows but 32 which af- 
fected the welfare of ull of the people 
of the State; the rest were local mut- 
ters affecting individuals or individual 
communities. 

We cannot abridge this right of peti- 
tion without materially affecting tho 
Constitution. I for one would fight 
us long as I huve any spirit wiiatever 
against any abridgment of this one 
thing. There Is no other legislative 
body in the whole world where the 
chairman of the committee cannot, 
ir he sees fit, pocket u hill und prevent 
its coming before tiie Legislature for 
action, while we in Massachusetts ure 
not uliowed to udjouru until absolute- 
ly every petition from the people, 
of every name and nuture, has been 
disposed of. 

The sufety of our government de- 
pends upon the individual responsi- 
bility of the voter. Anything that 


tends to lessen that sense of respon- 
sibility weakens the government. 

There is a general and well-founded 
impression among our people that the 
quality and average ability of our 
legislatures is deteriorating. Biennial 
elections would not improve this con- 
dition; it would tend rather to re- 
move the sense of personal responsi- 
bility from the voter and intrench 
still further the position of the pro- 
fessional politician and tend to in- 
crease bureaucratic control of govern- 
ment.

Thinking that the following letter 
from the late Captain Malcolm H. 
Ivy’s orderly may be of interest to 
the former friends and classmates of 
Capt. Ivy. I send it to you. 

It seems that the orderly has been 
very sick, and on partial recovery, 
tried to get news of his captain. 

Mrs. Ivy received his letter and 
had to tell him of his captain’s death. 

This is his reply: 

“New Orleans, La. 

Jan. 9, 1935. 

“Mrs. M. H. Ivy. 

“Dear Mrs. Ivy: 

"I am very sorry to have that 
news that you give me. I could not 
answer before because thise news 
put me back in my illness that I 
suffer consequence from the service. 
I remember thut him and I in a 
place in front line, name of Grand 
Pierce, we had drunk some kind of 
mudy water, a few seconds after I 
was like drunk, and my stomach was 
very sick, about 3 P.M. I do not 
remember any more what happin to 
Capt. Ivy or me. They send me to 
hospital at Chaumont base no. 15 on- 
conscious about three weeks. A few 
months after. Capt. send for me a 
special motor car; as soon as I saw 
him I ask where he went; tears came 
from his eyes and he said. I had the 
hdqts doctor, he put me in bed for 
about 6h, then to work again. His 
stomach was attacked like mine 
(poison) water, never get well, then 
we keep going after the enemy, an 
air attack about 7 p. m. Capt. Ivy, 
General Gordon and Capt. Settininus, 
they went out about two miles frpm 
me, a heavy bombing at us. I found 
Capt unconscious. 1 give connack, 
(cognac), later on I ask doctor 
what was it, he said shell shock und 
gas. He never complain, no matter 
how bad he was. 

“A real (he man) iron nerves, 
quiet, and he refuse two or three 
medals. At last our good Lord took 
him, hut his memories in my heart 
forever and ever. Mrs. Ivy I repet 
again the news that you give me 
was like a knife through my heart.

Ground Broken 
For Gas-Equipped 
Model Home 


Ground was broken Saturday on the 
site chosen at Stoney Brae rd., New'- 
ton Highlands, for erection of one of 
three model gas-equipped homes to 
ho constructed in co-operation with 
tho Boston Consolidated Gas Company 
by Homer T. Brown. Brookline real- 
tor. 

Gas Company and other officials, 
with representatives of the Federal 
Housing Administration, were present 
at the exercises, which were held in 
conjunction with National Better 
Housing Day. 

The site is located on the attractive 
Stoney Brae Estates. The other two 
houses are to be situated in Brookline 
und Wellesley. 

According to present plans, the 
Newton Highlands house is to have 
seven rooms und three baths, and will 
lie equipped with a complete array 
of automatic gas appliances, including 
automatic gus heating, which has 
reached a new economy through a 
lowered gas heating rate; an Insulated 
gas range with controlled heat, time 
dock that starts and stops oven cook- 
ing automatically, and self-lighting 
burners; the silent Electrolux gas re- 
frigerator; and a self-acting gas water 
heater. 

Interviewed as to the purpose of the 
Boston Consolidated Gas Company in 
co-operating with Mr. Brown in the 
project, Frank D. Cadwallader, vice- 
president in charge of sales of the 
Gas Company, stated it was felt the 
plan afforded an unusual opportunity 
to demonstrate emphatically the all- 
round adaptability and economy of gas 
and automatic gas appliances. 

The model homes, which are being 
financed through the Federal Housing 
Act, will he furnished throughout by 
interior decorators. The general pub- 
lic w-ill be invited to inspect them 
probably on or before September 15. 


Hudson-Terraplane 
Sales Increasing 

Contradicting the seasonal trend, 
Hudson and Terraplane retail sales in 
the United States increased 12.5 per 
cent during the week ending June 1, 
as compared with the previous week, 
which had, in turn, been 11.1 per cent 
better than the week before that. A 
total of 2,320 retail sales made It the 
second largest weekly total thus far 
in 1935.

Votes of Delegates 
At Detroit 


Mrs. Roberta Campbell Lawson is 
the new president of the General I* ed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. This is. 
naturally, quite the outstanding piece 
of news in the Triennial Convention, 
although election did not settle this 
question until the session was quite 
well along In its ten days of activity. 
The Convention opened on Tuesday. 
June 4tli. and election day was about 
week later, the 10th. Meantime, 
one news item stated that especially 
on the first days of the meeting, and 
on Sunday and Monday preceding the 
formal opening, ‘‘arriving delegates 
were met and buttonholed by the sup- 
porters of the two candidates for the 
presidency, Mrs. Lawson, the first 
vice-president, and Dr. Josephine L. 
Peirce, of Lima, Ohio, the second 
vice-president.” 

For the first time in history a na- 
tional women’s organization will bo 
headed by one who is really descend- 
'd from one of the “first citizens” of 
these United States. It is somewhat 
thrilling to realize that Mrs. Lawson 
is the granddaughter, on the maternal 
side, of the Rev. Charles Johnny- 
cake, tho last chief of the tribe of 
Delaware Indians. The vote of the 
delegates was 846 for Mrs. Lawson 
und 538 for Dr. Peirce. l)r. Peirce 


had been considered the favorite In 
tho race, having behind her many of 
the "old guard” women who have 
been prominent in Federation admin- 
istration for many years and whose 
support has usually spelled success 
for any candidate. 

Mrs. Lawson is one-eighth Indian 
origin. Much of her writing and 
lecturing has been devoted to the his- 
tory. music, art, and legend of the 
Indian race. 

For a time, according to Oklahoma 
delegates, some opposition to her can- 
didacy centered arohnd her Indian 
heritage, and credit for overcoming 
it was bestowed on Mrs. Thomas Mc- 
Spadden, of Chelsea. Oklahoma, sis- 
ter of Will Rogers, the humorist. Mrs. 
Lawson’s father’s ancestry was 
Scotch. 

Her organization activities have 
also included membership in the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
and tlie D. A. R., besides her many 
years of service on the Executive 
Board of the General Federation. The 
support by radio of Will Rogers, a 
plea from the Governor of Oklahoma 
to the clubwomen to give her candi- 
dacy their earnest consideration, and 
the nightly long distance calls from 
her son hack in Tulsa. Oklahoma, all 
helped to lend glamour to the elec 
tion. Mrs. Lawson stood radiant 
Monday evening, in a white lace gown 
carrying a huge bunch of American 
Beauty roses, sent by United State: 
Senator and Mrs. Elmer Thomas. her 
first floral gift, received just as the 
news of victory was being brought 
to her. 

So the leadership of about two mil 
lion clubwomen in the United States 
swung from the east to the west, a 
Mrs. Lawson succeeds Mrs. Poole, of 
Brockton; and also the first vice- 
president elected is a westerner, tlu 
unopposed candidate for this office, 
Mrs. Sadie Orr Dunbar, of Portland, 
Oregon. The unopposed candidate 
Mrs. Lafell Dickinson, of New Hamp- 
shire, was naturally, elected treas 
Mrs. Walter W. Seymour, 


of 

Chicago, defeated her two opponent 
for the second vice-presidency 

The three-cornered race for record- 
ing secretary had to be run off again 
on Tuesday, as no candidate received 
a majority. Mrs. John S. Harvey, of 
Huntington, W. Va., then was the 
successful candidate. Miss Emily 
Louise Plumlev of Glenbrook. Conn. 
Mrs. Ernest Galloway, of Florkln, and 
Mrs. C. W. Hunter, of Kansas, were 
elected trustees, 

Consideration of Resolutions 
brought before the Convention was 
another subject of outstanding inter- 
est. The General Federation has re- 
peatedly gone on record as in favor 
of the United States being represent 
ed in the World Court Accordingly! 
there was no thought other than that 
this Resolution would go through 
with perfunctory unanimity. But an 
amendment aroused most provocative 
thought, tliis being a reservation 
that the code of law to he admin- 
istered by the World Court shall not 
ontain inequalities based on sex." 
This move to amend was immediately 
made by Mrs. Harvey Wiley, of Wash- 
ington. D. C.. an active member of 
the National Woman’s Party, and 
seconded by Mrs. Emma A. Fox, of 
Detroit, veteran parliamentarian, 

Mrs. Fox made a plea “that this 
big organization should stand by the 
progress women have made during 
over 300 years for the removal of all 
legal discriminations.' 

Speaking for the amendment. Mrs, 
Otto Hahn, of New York City, de 
lared that "the degrading of woman- 
hood. which is going on in Europe is 
pt to have repercussions in this coun 
ry. 1 

Miss Avis Long, of Missouri, de- 
lared that the amendment was un- 
necessary, since "the cases which 
. ome before tlu* World Court have 
nothing to do with women, but deal 
ith treaty rights, neutrality, and in- 
ternational law,” and that "it is more 
important to women and their fain 
ilies not to have war than to have 
this tacked on to the Court where it 
does not belong, this amendment 
for fancied equality.” 

The discussion was concluded by 
Mrs. Wiley, who said that there is 
actually before the Court a world 
ode proposing a lower stand on na- 
tionality rights for women than Is 
held to by the United States, and 
that “the cornerstone of world law 
should include equality for women.” 

The vote was not altogether a loss 
for the National Woman’s Party, since 
142 delegates voted in favor of the 
amendment, ami 256 voted against it. 
showing a marked increase of 
friendliness on the part of this, one of 
the most conservative of women’s or- 
ganizations. 

Another matter in which keen in- 
terest of clubwomen has been aroused 
country-wide, and one which it was 
anticipated would cause a great deal 
of controversial discussion, proved, 
quite to the contrary, that opinion is 
quite general among tlu* women that 
information as to Birth Control 
should be legally disseminated. This 
Resolution was adopted by a vote of 
493 delegates, and only 17 were against 
It. Discussion was most interesting, 
with not only an array of statistical 
figures to prove points made, but with 
clever and witty arguments and re- 
marks that were most entertaining and 
enlightening. 

Rut aside from the humor of the 
remarks of delegates, the following 
Tai ls presented by speakers, especial- 
ly in answer to the opposition of 
sending such information througfr*the 
mail, show how much more dangerous 
is the situation without the Federal 
control for which the Resolution asks. 

Mrs. S. Bluir Luckie. of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the department of 
Legislation which sponsored the Res- 
olution. declared: 

“It now is a violation of the penal 
ode for this information to be sent

I hofd in my hand 
that endorsement by 14S clubs, four- 
teen States, and a number of city and 
district Federations, all dated and 
properly attested.” 

Mrs. T. V. Moore, of Miami. Fla., 
said that the State Health Board 
in favor of making information avail- 
able but is unable to give out the 
facts. 

Dr. Mary Raughmann, of Richmond. 
Va.. stated that the Virginia Fed- 
eration is in favor of making infor- 
mation available. 

Mrs. Luckie further said: "This ac- 
tion imposes no responsibility upon 
an individual. It is neither political 
nor religious. We stand for law en 
forcement. We are hereby simply in 
dorsing an amendment to the penal 
code of our Government.” 

The only other Resolution on which 
there was any adverse discussion was 
that opposing lynching, and asking 
the State Federations "to apply such 
educational activities as will uphold 
laws prohibiting this iniquitous 
practice.” 

The southern States were the spon- 
sors of this Resolution, including Vir- 
ginia and Louisiana, a fact which 
should forever clear this section of t lie 
country from the accusation of 
seeming to condone such a practice. 
One delegate asked if the Resolution 
committed the Federation to support 
any bill in Congress which "has been, 
is. or may be proposed." to which Miss 
Julia Jaffray. chairman of the Pub- 
lic Welfare department, replied. 
No.” 

Dr. Mariana Rartola. of San Fran- 
cisco. remarked. "It is more impor- 
tant to speed up the action of courts. 
We have two or three notorious cases 
in my State which have been running 
along for from one to three years 
That is what makes people get tired 
and take tin* ,law into their own 
hands.” 

The vote disclosed an uncounted 
number of those in favor and only 
four opposing. 

There was unanimous adoption of 
Resolutions indorsing universal finger 
printing, more effective cancer con- 
trol. a study of the right of residents 
of the District of Columbia to voting, 
^presentation in Congress and tlu 
same access to courts as is enjoyed 
by the citizens of any State, and use 
by the States of the opportunity to 
obtain Federal aid for heulth and 
hlld welfare. 

The Convention also adopted 
declaration for democracy.” which 
stated. "We believe that Communism 
Fascism and other political systems 
which tend to curtail free expression 
of thought, or any programs which 
end to Undermine our democratic 
form of government and set up dic- 
tatorship either of un individual or 
group, must be opposed.” 

A motion to bar women with re- 
munerative public offices or positions 
•om serving in any appointive capa- 
ity in the Federation failed to come 
vote through a parliamentary’ 
technicality.

Newton Health 

Dept. Reports 

Reports of the Newton Health De- 
partment for April and May recently 
issued show that in April 55 deaths 
occurred in the city with a death rate 
of 8.46. and 41 deaths In May with a 
rate of 6.51. It Is interesting to note 
that according to the Health Depart- 
ment reports, the estimated popula- 
tion of Newton is 75,633, while ac- 
cording to the State decennial census 
recently completed, the population of 
the city is supposed to be 66,319. 

In April. 23 males and 32 females 
died in this city. Among the causes 
of death were — pulmonary tuberculo- 
sis. 1; cancer. 10; cerebral hemor- 
rhage, 2; heart diseases. 13; arterio- 
sclerosis, 5; pneumonia. 6; pulmon- 
ary embolus. 2. Communicable dis- 
eases reported in April included Hcar- 
let fever. 18 cases; measles. 20; Ger- 
man measles, 267: mumps, 4; whoop- 
ing cough. 41; chicken pox. 3; pul- 
monary tuberculosis, 5; typhoid fever, 

1. Seventy-four births were reported 
during the month.

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School Committee Votes 
To Co-operate With Harvard 
In Appointing Teachers 

Committeeman Bryant Only Opponent of Trial Agreement 
Favored by Six Members 


The Newton School Committee on 
Monday night voted 6 to 1 to accept 
the proposal of Supt. of Schools War- 
ren for co-operation between the New- 
ton School Department and the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Education in 
the appointment of teaching fellows 
under the following agreement : 

(1) — It is proposed that the Dean 
of the Harvard Graduate School of 
Education shall nominate each year 
to the Superintendent of the Newton 
schools a certain number of candi- 
dates for appointment to the positions 
hereinafter described. The nominees 
will be students in the second year or 
third year of their graduate study. The 
Superintendent will select from 
among the nominees us many persons 
as he deems advantageous to recom- 
mend to the School Committee for ap- 
pointent. He is not under obligation to 
select for recommendation to the New- 
ton School Committee any of the per- 
sons nominated. 


(2) — Those selected for appoint- 
ment will be known as Harvard-New- 
ton Teaching Fellows. They will be 
appointed to such posts in the New- 
ton school system as the Superintend 
ent may designate at salaries not 
exceeding $850 a year. They will 
serve as apprentice teachers for the 
school year for which the Fellowship 
is awarded, but will not be rated as 
regular teachers for the duration of 
the Fellowship. It is understood that 
they will have enough free time to take 
one course in the Graduate School of 
Education. 

(3) — Fellows appointed under this 
arrangement will be granted a schol- 
arship covering part of their tuition 
($50) at Harvard. Their work will be 
supervised by instructors in the Har- 
vard School in "accordance with such 
arrangements as the Superintendent 
may confirm.

Dr. Curtis Of 
Health Dept. 

Dr. Francis G. Curtis, who is retir- 
ing us bond of the Newton Health De- 
partment after 42 years of service, 
was tendered n testimonial dinner at 
the Brae Burn Club on Tuesday eve- 
ning. About thirty of his past and 
present associates on the Board of 
Health and the Health Department 
were present. Dr. Fred H. Lowe of 
West Newton, who recently retired as 
City Physician, was toastmaster and 
among those in attendance were the 
staff of the Health Department and 
the school physicians. 

Seward Jones, President of the 
Newton Trust Company, and a mem- 
ber of the first Board of Health in 
Newton in 1893, told of the organiza- 
tion of tlie department in that year by 
the late John C. Brimblecom and Dr. 
Curtis, upon the latter’s appointment 
as chairman of "the Board by Mayor 
Fenno. Previously the health activi- 
ties of the city had been in charge 
of a committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen. Mr. Jones referred to the 
fact that for 13 years Dr. Curtis served 
as head of the Health Department in 
this city without receiving any sal- 
ary, and that during his long term of 
office he originated many health 
measures which have since become 
widely copied.

PLAN TO EXTEND 
INTRAMURAL SPORTS 
IN JR. HIGH SCHOOLS 


At the meeting of the School Com 
mitteo on Mondnv night. Supt. of 
Schools Warren made a report on n 
new plan for athletic Instruction in the 
junior high schools of this city which 
will result In increased intramural 
contests In each school and added op 
portunities for more hoys to obtain 
the benefit of coaching. Mr. Warren’s 
report was as follows: 

1. — Over a period of years, since the 
establishment of the junior high 
schools in Newton, there has been a 
program of interscholastic com- 
petitions: first, between the Day 

Junior High School and outside 
schools and later between the four 
junior high schools within the city. 
This has meant two games for each 
school with each other junior high 
school in these later years in soccer, 
basketball and baseball. 

.—A splendid program of intramu- 
ral has accompanied this interscholas- 
tic program. However, in recent years, 
tlie tendency for highly competitive 
games lias grown rather than de 
creased with the result that even nt 
the Weeks Junior High Sqhool where 

remarkable program of intramural 
activities has been carried on, 85 per 
cent of the time of t lie physical edu- 
cation director has been devoted to 
the so-called “varsity” and “sub- 
varsity” teams. 

. — A conference between the junior 
high school athletic directors, junior 
high school principals and the super- 
intendent has resulted in the decision 
to experiment in the fall with a larger 
program of intramural activities dur- 
ing the soccer season, resulting prob- 
ably in the selection, at the end of the 
season, of the soccer teams to meet 
the other schools in interscholastic 
competition. 

These teams would receive intensive 
coaching for a period of one week 
only instead of during the total fall 
season. The results of this experi- 
ment will determine procedures for 
the basketball and baseball season.

Supt. of Schools Warren In advocat- 
ing the acceptance of the co-operation 
plan stated that the teaching fellows 
from the Harvard Graduate School 
will bring new ideas Into the Newton 
schools. School Committeeman Harry 
Bryant of Newtonville. the only one 
of the seven members of the com- 
mittee to vote aguinst the plan, as- 
serted it will shut the doors to New- 
ton young women and men who have 
studied to be school teachers unless 
they attend the Harvard Graduate 
School after graduating from some 
other institution. He advocated giv- 
ing opportunities to Newton people to 
become teachers in the Newton 
schools. He also called attention to 
the policy which has been estab- 
lished in the Newton schools for 
many years of requiring any 
appointee to have taught at least 
one year in some school before having 
been elected to a regular teaching po- 
sition in the Newton schools.

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HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUE 

A testimonial dinner to Dr. George Francis Curtis, former 
chairman of the Newton Board of Health this week, recalled 
to many Newton residents the valued service rendered the city 
for many years. For thirteen years Dr. Curtis served without 
compensation and was an important factor in the development 
of the program to care for the health of the city upon the 
establishment of the Health Board over forty years ago. At 
the time of the formation of this department the city was 
sparsely populated, the control of tuberculosis and other dis- 
eases was in its infancy. But even in those days there was much 
to be accomplished. And much was accomplished. Today the 
problem is more complex, there are many other phases of 
health which must be considered and the growth of the city 
has necessitated a considerable expansion of the Health Board. 
During Dr. Curtis’ chairmanship of the board for forty-two 
years he has witnessed remarkable changes in the city. To 
Dr. Curtis more than to any other one person the people of 
Newton owe considerable to the foundation of the health 
program in the city. All honor to whom honor is due. . 


AN EDUCATIONAL EXPERIMENT 

The school committee by an almost unanimous vote has 
adopted an agreement with the Harvard Graduate School of 
Education in regard to the appointment of some teachers in 
the Newton schools. The agreement is restricted to a one-year 
trial period. We believe that the plan should be regarded as 
an experiment which should have careful consideration. Too 
many times have we witnessed theoretically perfect plans fail 
to work out in a practical fashion. We recognize the various 
desirable features of the plan as an aid in maintaining the 
high standards of the Newton teacher appointments. But 
there are also many angles to the plan which do not seem as 
desirable. We have always urged the appointment, in so far as 
possible and practical in keeping with high standards, of 
Newton men and women to the faculty of the Newton schools. 
Whether or not the new agreement will tend to prevent such 
appointments by excluding graduates of normal and teacher 
colleges other than Harvard we are uncertain. We believe 
that the Newton School Committee has the judgment and 
foresight to handle the problem with due consideration of 
all questions involved. A trial for a year or two should prove 
the desirability of the plan and we are in accord with the 
school committee in this procedure. 


INDEPENDENCE DAY WARNING 

Do you recall the old time celebrations of Independence 
Day? Columns upon columns of editorials have been written, 
warning of the dangers of carelessness in the handling of 
firecrackers, fireworks and other Fourth of July devices. We 
are among those who take pride in the patriotic observance 
of the day. The Fourth of July is one of the traditional cele- 
brations of the founding of the nation. It is full of meaning. 
Officials who are responsible for the safety of the public have 
good reason to deplore the recklessness and carelessness which 
many display in observing the day. Our hope is that in celebrat- 
ing the holiday a little care is given. Do not throw firecrackers 
in the paths of automobiles or into any vehicle or at any person. 
Celebrate as you wish but keep in mind that you are directly 
responsible for your actions. 


INCREASED COSTS BRING NO RELIEF 

One of the important measures coming before the Legislature 
this week was the so-called 48-hour law for the employment of 
those in the state service. Representative Christian Herter of 
Boston brought out a number of salient points in connection 
with this bill in an effort to defeat its passage. The bill would 
restrict the employment of those in the public service, other 
than officials in charge of institutions and a few other such 
employees, to a 48-hour week. It would mean the employment 
of over 1900 additional employees at a cost to the state of 
nearly two millions of dollars annually for wages. It would 
eventually mean the erection of dormitories and housing fa- 
cilities at an additional expense of about two and a quarter 
million dollars more. For the balance of this year it is esti- 
mated that it will cost the state approximately six hundred 
thousands of dollars. Representative Herter’s chief point was 
that the additional employment of persons in the state service 
will make it harder rather than less difficult for industry to aid 
in recovery. While it will provide work and wages for some 
persons it will impose an additional burden on those who pay 
the bills. With industry and real estate carrying a severe burden 
at present how can we hope to relieve conditions unless in- 
dustry itself can absorb many of the unemployed. Certainly 
increased government costs will not accomplish this purpose. 
We believe that public employees should be treated fairly and 
humanely, but we cannot see the imposition of a greater 
burden upon the already staggering tax-payer. 


Lightning Hits 

At Newtonville 

The home of James L. Richards, 47 
Kirkstull id., Newtonville, was struck 
by lightning shortly before 8 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. The bolt bit and 
damaged the roof and started a fire 
which burned into the attic. Mr. Rich- 
ards’ fumily are away, but prompt 
discovery of the blaze by Thorium Ue 
Simone of Chupel at., caretaker at the 
estate brought the firemen quickly to 
the house und tin- flames were extin- 
guished before serious damuge result- 
ed. The durnage is estimated at about 
$500. 

Another branch of the same elec- 
trical discharge hit a tree in Ed- 
munds Bark, about a quarter of a mile 
from the Richards’ house.

ABOUT TOWN

There's talk now’ about n new row- 
ing coach at Harvard just as there 
was in former years when the Cam- 
bridge crews were not able to win. 
It’s not all the fault of the coach. 
What the Harvard crews need is less 
“Who's Who" and more "What’s 
What." 

Only 17 persons killed in Massachu- 
setts last week by automobiles. Three 
killed instantly in Sturbridge when 
a truck driven by an alleged drunken 
driver swerved across a State high- 
way and crashed headlong into a car. 
A youth standing at a curb in Bitts- 
field killed hv another alleged drunken 
driver. And rarely or never is a 
drunken driver convicted in Massa- 
chusetts of manslaughter. 


Did you read about the big gaso- 
line truck that caught fire at Woon- 
socket last Sunday at a filling station 
when a small ear collided with it? 
Thousands of gallons of flaming gas- 
oline ran along the street and six 
buildings were burned. This won’t 
help petitioners for gasoline filling 
station permits in the near future. 


The principal industries of New 
England art textiles and si.,.. 8 Unless 
New Englanders want to commit econ- 
omic suicide and further cripple their 
principal means of livelihood, they 
should cense purchasing shoes made 
in Czechoslovakia, or textiles, silver- 
ware and other articles made in Japan. 
If New England’s lending industries 
are ruined because of cheap, foreign 
competition, almost every resident of 
this section, whatever his or her oc- 
cupation is. will be ndverselv nf- 
fected. 


Boston newspapers on Wednesday 
contained an Associated Press dis- 
patch from Washington stating that 
Mayor Weeks was in the Capitol on 
Tuesday, and had luncheon with th ■ 
Republican Congressmen from Massa- 
chusetts. The item said— “Weeks, in- 
sisting his visit here had no politi- 
cal significance, parried questions as 
to his own political plans with the 
comment: ’You wouldn’t want a man 
to show his hand before the pot was 
opened, would you?’” Anyone reading 
that alleged statement might possible 
suspect that Mayor Weeks plays 
poker occasionally. 

Under modern conditions most per- 
sons have ample time for leisure and 
recreation, even when they have 
steady employment. The Saturday half- 
holiday has been enjoyed for years by 
those in most occupations. Food 
stores are an exception. They keep 
open Saturday afternoons and eve- 
nings. To give employees in such 
stores a little opportunity for recrea- 
tion during the hot, summer months, 
it has been the practice for years to 
close on Wednesday afternoons. Most 
independently owned stores cooperate. 
Some of the chain stores conducted 
on a mercenary basis, and disregard- 
ing humaneness, do not close. The 
public, most of whom have Saturday 
.afternoons and other afternoons for 
recreation, should cooperate by not 
making food purchases on Wednesday 
afternoons at stores which keep open. 


How much more vandalism must be 
committed in the old cemetery at 
Centre and Cotton sts.. Newton, be- 
fore the city will build a fence around 
this burial place of the early settlers 
of Newton to protect it from young 
ghouls who have broken open and 
desecrated tombs there? The section 
of the city near the cemetery has been 
rapidly developed for home sites in 
the past several years. Boys have 
been frequently seen using the ceme- 
tery as a playground. Names of New 
ton Centre boys have been scratched 
on slabs there and lewd scrawls 
drawn on the old stones. Respect 
for the pioneers of Newton whose 
hones lie in the old burying ground ob- 
viously is not possessed by some of the 
younger generation who have moved 
to this city in recent years. The city 
government is at fault for not fencing 
the cemetery in, and the police should 
spare no efforts to ascertain who the 
vandals are and properly punish them. 


The depression has adversely af- 
fected the majority of people and has 
been blamed for preventing many 
young folks from marrying. But. the 
number of marriages in Newton the 
past two months shows a marked in- 
crease over preceding years. Some 
of the young men and womefl who got 
married are either optimists or fatal- 
ists because the grooms gave their 
occupations as students or unem- 
ployed. 


Tin- protest of School Committee- 
man Harry Bryant against the agree- 
ment between the Newton School De- 
partment and the Harvard Graduate 
School of P^ducation which authorizes 
students at the Cambridge institution 
to he employed as teachers in the 
Newton public schools, calls attention 
again to a controversy which has been 
waged in this city for some years past. 
Mr. Bryant in opposing the plan as- 
serted that it will tend to close the 
doors against opportunities for New- 
ton young men and women to bo up- 
pointed teachers in the Newton schools 
unless they attend the Harvard Grad- 
uate School. Many compluints have 
been heard in this city over a consid- 
erable length of time that Newton 
young people, particularly girls who 
have graduated from *Newtori schools 
and from the State Teachers Colleges, 
have not been able to ohtuin appoint- 
ments as teachers in the Newton 
schools while applicants from other 
towns and cities, und other States 
have been given positions in the pub- 
lic schools here. 

It lias been the contention of the 
Newton School Committee and Super- 
intendents of Schools in Newton that 
politics should not influence the up 
point ment of teachers in our schools, 
thut no preference should he given 
local girls, Just because they are res- 
idents of Newton, thut ability should 
he the dominating factor, und thut 
one yeur’s teaching experience must 


he necessary. Those who claim that 
Newton young women have not been 
given fair consideration in appoint- 
ments to our teaching staff assert that 
outsiders with less experience In teach- 
ing. and whose teaching has some- 
times been done In small communi- 
ties where the schools are far below 
the Newton standard, have been se- 
lected. The critics of the failure to 
appoint more Newton girls assert 
that in most other communities local 
girls are given preference in appoint- 
ments and thus Newton girls cannot 
obtnin teaching positions. They 
argue that inasmuch as the parents 
and grandparents of local applicants 
hnve paid taxes in Newton for many 
years, and since these girls have had 
the benefit of training in Newton’s 
expensive and highly praised public 
schools, plus training in the State 
Normal Schools and other colleges, a 
much larger percentage of Newton 
residents should he given positions 
as teachers in the schools in this city. 
Last year several Newton girls were 
appointed. This year out of 30 new 
appointments made, 7 were Newton 
residents. One of these has only been a 
resident of the city for one year, and 
all of the others are not graduates 
of the Newton schools. The stand- 
ard of teaching in our schools should 
he maintained. The suggestion has 
been made that Newton residents 
should he given an opportunity to 
prove their ability in comparison with 
non-resident applicants for appoint- 
ments to the teaching staff of the 
Newton schools by a competitive test.

It 
la situated in a narrow valley, between 
two ridges in a spur of the Ozark 
mountains, and has many hot springs 
which are celebrated for treatment of 
rheumutlsm, gout, neuralgia and other 
chronic diseases. The temperature of 
these springs varies from 70 degrees 
to 158 degrees Fahrenheit. They are 
425 feet above sea level. The springs 
are owned by the federal government 
which regulutes their use.

General Federation 
Convention 


There is no doubt that the fart that 
Secretary Henry A. Wallace, United 
States Secretary of Agriculture, was 
slated to speak (luring the Triennial 
Convention of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, was one of the 
inducements for ninny clubwomen to 
make the long trip to Detroit from 
various States. His remarks on cot- 
ton and agriculture during previous 
weeks had aroused much controversy, 
and that he was to meet in wordy com- 
bat some prominent Republican speak- 
ers promised a session of keen enjoy- 
ment. And Secretary Wallace made 
some telling points against his oppo- 
nents speaking for the Republican par- 
ty and its policies, perhaps a bit to 
tiieir dismay, and also to the surprise 
in new information to his hearers. 

A humorous bit In the situation was 
that on the opening day of the Conven- 
tion there came a letter of congratula- 
tion from President Roosevelt, which 
was read from the platform, stating 
that the Federation could be of great 
aid in achieving the goals set for 
each citizen of “an adequate education, 
security for home and employment, 
and the opportunity to develop his 
capacities to the fullest possible ex- 
tent.’’ And then for the better part 
of two days’ sessions speakers at- 
tacked the Roosevelt ideas in the 
first political forum this national or- 
ganization has ever given its plat- 
form ! 

With Miss Harriett Elliott of the 
Women’s College, University of North 
Carolina, defending the Democratic 
Party as being within the limits of 
the Constitution. Dr. Walter G. Rerg- 
ntan, of Detroit, representing the So- 
cialist Party, declared that the only 
way out of the present impasse is 
through a co-operative Common- 
wealth. and Col. Frank Knox, publish- 
er of the Chicago Daily News, speak- 
ing as a Republican, asserted that 
nothing could be more certain to bring 
disaster upon all, rich and poor alike, 
than the continuance of the present 
wildly profligate spending policy of 
this Administration. Colonel Knox 
charged the Democratic Administra- 
tion with having spent $2 for every 
dollar of income and with having 
grossly overappropriated beyond the 
actual money needs of the unem- 
ployed. 

“The monetary policy of the Admin- 
istration,” he asserted, “has served 
only to retard recovery and lengthen 
and deepen the depression.” He de- 
cried the restriction of farm produc- 
tion as “scarcity economy” and said 
the permanent cure for agriculture 
is in “a reduction of the unit cost of 
production and the expansion in both 
the markets and the uses of products 
grown on the farm.” 

Acres could be sown to soy beans 
for use in automobile manufacture, he 
said. Hemp could be planted to sub- 
stitute for foreign imports. Southern 
slash pine could be cultivated for 
pulp paper now bought abroad. And 
while the use of alcohol as a blend 
with gasolene is not yet commercial- 
ly advantageous, more experimenta- 
tion should make it economically pos- 
sible to utilize it with a subsequent 
market for 700,000,000 bushels of corn, 
or 675,000,000 bushels of wheat, or 
750,000,000 bushels of rye, or 2,000,000 
bushels of potatoes. In addition, the 
manufacturer would consume 90,000,000 
bushels of barley, and from 8,000,000 
to 10,000,000 tons of bituminous coal. 

Dr. Glenn Frank, president of the 
University of Wisconsin, paid trib- 
ute to the sincerity and social-mind- 
edness of President Roosevelt, but 
added, “I doubt, no matter how sin- 
cere the person, whether we are ready 
to appoint a receiver for economic 
America.” 

‘The destiny of democracy on this 
continent,” Dr. Frank said, “will de- 
pend entirely upon our success or 
failure in solving the economic prob- 
lem. If, when the roaring mountain 
stream of federal spending and fed- 
eral subsidy begins to dry up at its 
source, the basic (enterprise of the na- 
tion remains sluggish or stalled, the 
American millions will lend a ready 
ear to drastic alternatives. 

‘It is one of the major delusions of 
this disintegrate time, that the need 
of the hour is strong government. It 
is not strong government we need so 
much as wise government, invested 
with the virtues of insight, dignity, 
moderation, justice, tolerance, and an 
acute sense of social vulues. 

“To me it is incredible that in a 
world of tragically unfllled human 
need, we should now set out upon the 
quixotic attempt to increase welfare 
by destroying wealth or declining to 
create it. 

“More goods at lower pricer, not 
fewer goods at higher prices, is the 
only logical and socially defensible 
goal of an age of science and technol- 
ogy. 

“To play down our productive power 
while human need still stalks the 
street muy well result in the stabil- 
ization of want, rather than the sta- 
bilization of welfare.” 

Harper Sibley, president of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
stated his belief that the NRA had ac- 
tually impeded recovery. 

And then Secretary Wallace, in re- 
tort to Dr. Frank’s satire upon “scar- 
city economy,” said that "no fair 
minded person would ever call it 
that,” and asserted that in the at- 
tempt to reach a common understand- 
ing “there is constant Interference, 
some of it coming from newspupers 
with on ax to grind, some of it coming 
from ambitious politicians und design- 
ing demagogues.” 

"The only answer to the problem,” 
said Secretary Wallace, "is ti rut to 
grunt producing groups the right to 
organize, and second, to ussist that 
these groups work for continually 
expanding purchasing power und econ- 
omic balance uinong themselves." 

The attempt to limit production to 


the 1436 pounds per capita consump- 
tion in the “20’s" while at the same 
time stipulating that the consumer 
shall not pay a larger percentage of 
his retail dollar for furm products 
than he pnld between 1909 and 1914, 
he said, is much more to the advantage 
of the consumer than the tariff walls 
raised by industry, "for monopolistic 
purposes" and he made it clear that 
agriculture will cheerfully give up 
Its processing tax If industry will give 
up its tariff, and its marketing agree- 
ments if industry will abandon Its 
corporate structure. 

Out in the fields there is still grow- 
ing a third of an acre in wheat, three 
quarters of an acre in corn and one 
seventh of an acre in cotton for each 
American consumer, and In spite of 
the drought. Secretary Wallace de- 
clared that there will be on July 1 a 
Inrger wheat carry-over than in any 
of the years between 1919 and 1928 
and a cotton carry-over nearly twice 
the normal. There is mop- meat 
available today than there would have 
been without tii" Agricultural Adjust* 
ment Act. the famous little 6.000, 00U 
pigs which were tinned in the fall of 
1933 having provided more than 100,- 
000,000 pounds of pork for relief pur- 
poses and the 10,000,000 head of cat- 
tle bought by the Government last 
year to save them from starvation 
made available nearly 1,000,000,000 
pounds of meat for distribution 
through relief channels, most of which 
otherwise would have been wasted. 

He predicted that with ordinary 
weather this summer there would he 
a drop in the cost of food to the in- 
dividual family and stated that meat 
within the next year should have 
downward adjustment in price. Food 
prices today are materially higher 
than in 1932 but still well below the 
ruinous payments to the farmer in 
1929 and 1930. and are still lower than 
the average of other items in the 
cost of living. 

And then he dealt his final blow at 
the criticism of defenders of indus- 
try in the statistical fact, “last year/ 
he said, “despite the drought, agri- 
culture was within 15 per cent of the 
1929 production but industry was still 
40 per cent short and this year agri 
culture will come still closer to the 
1929 level.” 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Department reports of accomplish- 
ments and recommendations for fu- 
ture consideration, with speakers in 
some cases on special topics, held the 
keen attention of alert delegates. 

The new president will take over 
an organization of about 2,000,000 
members which has had a gain the 
past year of 37,007 members. Michi- 
gan received the first prize for an 
increase of 6659, and South Carolina 
one for the greatest gain in propor- 
tion to its entire membership. 

The Fellowships of $1000 each have 
been given this year, the Pan-Ameri- 
can award going to Senorita Hortensia 
Varas, of Santiago. Chile. 

The International Relations chair- 
man announced that the world citizen- 
ship classes have been conducted by 
clubwomen with the awarding of 
scrolls to more than 3000 students 
who have finished the course. Among 
Adult Education activities, Mrs. Bibb 
Graves, of Montgomery. Ala., an- 
nounced the co-operation of her com- 
mittee in the training of 1,000.000 
adults to read and write. 

Miss Elizabeth Haymaker, of Ra- 
venna. Ohio, stated that more than 
$1,700,000 has been invested in schol- 
arships and loan funds by the clubs 
of the country. 

Eleven State Universities have co- 
operated with the clubwomen in con- 
ducting forums and conferences on 
home problems, said Mrs. Walter W. 
Seymour, of Chicago, in her report as 
chairman of the American Home de- 
partment. In addition, department 
stores in Indiana and New Jersey 
have carried on schools nnd exhibi- 
tions for homemakers. Among the 
projects of the department have been 
scholarships in home economics, leg- 
islation to protect youth from laxity 
in marriage nnd divorce laws, walku- 
t lions, dance marathons, child mar- 
riages nnd child labor, nnrcotics, tav- 
erns and intemperance. 

“The American home needs a re- 
turn to the culture and refinement of 
yesterday,” Mrs. Seymour stated. “It 
needs a return of chivalry and courte- 
sy. The new home must be built upon 
honor and respect. Smoking ami 
drinking are not conducive to refined 
womanhood und the return of liquor 
has brought a loose and demoralized 
life in which the adults are much to 
blame. We believe in beautifying the 
home by the study of interior and ex- 
terior architecture, by furniture, glass, 
and china, but noble living, the use 
of leisure, the makiug of character, 
nnd the necessity for religious teach- 
ing as a way of life, and for spiritual 
relations in everyday living, are the 
foundation stones upon which the per- 
manent structure of the home must 
rest.” 

We can smash the army of crime if 
we really want to do it." said Miss 
Emily Louise Plumley, of Glenbrook. 
Conn., chairman of the department of 
Americivn Citizenship. "Regardless 
of the number of criminals in this 
country, there are 100,000,000 decent 
honest citizens to deni with them. A 
community gets the kind of law en- 
forcement it wants. Crime waves and 
organized crime flourish in cities that 
enjoy the reputation of winking at 
speakeasies and gambling dens. In 
short the people themselves 'oster 
and support the breeding places of 
crime and then blame the police when 
such places send out the ruthless 
gangster killer, who preys on the 
ommunity.” 

Miss Plumley urged the women to 
make more use of their right to vote.

Montana has been 
pushing the study of civil service re- 
form. and.” said Miss Plumley, “ev- 
ery State has shown new interest and 
added zeal in the study of economics, 
law observance, co-operation in home, 
school, church and business, all mat- 
ters of community necessity that af- 
fect the lives of women and chil- 
dren.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth West Pigeon, of 
East Boston, in her report as Educa- 
tion chairman, urged the co-operation 
of the homes and schools to revise the 
school curriculum to include “sub- 
jects which will fill the minds and 
hearts of our boys and girls with a 
reverence for God and a respect for 
law and order.”

She also advocated that money man- 
agement should be made a part of the 
curriculum, together with personali- 
ty. an appropriate use of the English 
language, and the ability to read in- 
telligently.

D. C.. secretary and research director 
of the National Committee of Educa- 
tion by radio, proposed that the man- 
agement of the public broadcasting 
system be vested in a series of boards, 
national, regional and state with suit- 
able powers to insure service to both 
national and local needs. 

The home and community life of 
Indians has been the special task of 
the committee headed by Mrs. J. Marc 
Fowler, of Chicago. 

California has provided a commu- 
nity room for Indians, lectures and 
hooks, a Christmas party and Christ- 
mas cheer boxes, an award for has 
ketry and bead work, garden prizes, 
sponsoring of a booth at the State 
Fair to sell Indian products, and 
movement for special officers to en- 
force liquor laws. 

Hundreds of projects for Child Wel- 
fare were reported by Mrs. Donald 
Muir, of Anthony, Kan., including the 
Indiana "child friendship program" 
for dependent children, the attempt 
by Kentucky club women to set up a 
full-time training school for ’teen-age 
girls in home making, crafts, manual 
arts nnd health, the Massachusetts 
school lunch survey which resulted 
in better food at lower costs, the co- 
operation of Pennsylvania women in 
juvenile courts und probation work, 
and their serving as mothers’ aid 
trustees. 

Mrs. Albert E Jones, of Lisbon,

lief work, highway safety projects, li- 
brary support, and activities for com- 
munity centers.

This meeting was held 
to hear the reports of sub-commit- 
tees. Mr. Lawrence Allen, President 
of the Association, presided. Mr. 
Lewis Day. Secretary-Treasurer, re- 
ported a few more members than 
at the same date last year, a total 
of 227. It is expected that 150 addi- 
tional members will be secured be- 
fore October. 

Mr. John Underhill reported that the 
baseball diamond at the Angler 
School has been completed and a let- 
ter of appreciation from Mr. Phil 
Gates, representing the young peo- 
ple of Waban, was read at the meet- 
ing. 

The Chairman reported that the plot 
of land hack of the Library has been 
inspected by the committee and the 
city engineer, and that the associa- 
tion’s plans for its beautifying are 
being favorably considered. 

Mrs. Vernon Durbin reported re- 
garding the properties surrounding the 
Railroad station and her committee’s 
recommendations cover suggested 
improvements southeast of the sta- 
tion and on the Post Office end of Wy- 
man st. These and other matters of 
mutual interest to Waban and the 
Boston & Albany Railroad were dis- 
cussed at some length and the chair- 
man is to cooperate with Mrs. Dur- 
bin’s committee in discussing the sev- 
eral plans with the various property 
holders. 

The Chairman reported to the 
meeting that the proposed widening 
of Beacon st. had been approved by 
the city and was actually under way. 
This is a most valuable accomplish- 
ment of* the present as well as the 
preceding administrations and will in- 
crease both the safety and conveni- 
ence of parking and driving in Waban 
Square. 

Mrs. Wellington Rindge reported 
that her committee had taken up the 
mutter of a sidewalk in front of the 
Angler School property with the prop- 
er authorities and that while no im- 
mediate action is possible, the proj- 
ect is very favorably regarded. 

Mr. E. S. Whitten. Vice-President of 
the Association, reported briefly on 
plans for completing a duplicate card 
list of every citizen of Waban. Every 
possible authentic source will he used 
and various public utilities us w r ell 
as City Hall will cooperate in main- 
taining this list in accurate condi- 
tion. It is planned to have the card 
list complete by September • The 

list will he iU’uilahle to all civic, so- 
cial and religious organizations in Wu- 
han. It will not he available in any 
form for commercial use. 

Mr. John Powell reported consider- 
able progress in his committee’s study 
of truffle conditions. He ulso reported 
many interesting new points of view 
regarding traffic, gathered at a truf- 
fle clinic which wus part of u recent 
convention in Detroit, which Mr. 
Powell attended. The meeting voted 
that Mr. Powell’s ^commendations 
should he drawn up in the form or a 
plan and discussed with the City De- 
partment of Public Works. It is be- 
lieved that eventually Wuhan should 
have two or three of the convoutiouul 
lighted "Stop and Go” signs as well 


as a number of additional warning 
signs of various types. A hope that 
the ERA or some other organization 
would cooperate in making a traffic 
study and count of summer conditions 
and conditions In the fall was ex- 
pressed. 

Mr. Philip Ver Planck and his com- 
mittee reported a number of sugges- 
tions regarding bus lines and services 
in Waban. This committee was au- 
thorized to draw up recommendations 
based on these facts so that the Im- 
provement Association could present 
them to the Street Railway Company. 

Before adjournment the Chairman

Mr. Edwards introduced the first 
topic for discussion “Friday Evening 
Opening.” Mr. Edwards stated that 
Waltham now appeared to he a trad- 
ing center for an area consisting of a 
200,000 population in which Newton 
is included. He expressed the opin- 
ion that in order to attract trade to 
Newton Corner, to make it a trading 
centre, various plans should he de- 
vised, one of which should be to keep 
stores open Friday evening. There 
followed an interesting discussion on 
the subject. Mr. Dewey of Dewey’s 
Market related his past experiences 
in evening opening as did Mr. Wilson 
of Wilson’s Market. The subject of 
closing Wednesday afternoons was 
also discussed, hut no resolutions were 
adopted on either matter. 

In further commenting on the lack 
of activity in Newton Corner, Mr. Ed- 
wards pointed out that there were a 
great many stores vacant, that this 
condition was due to high rents, stores 
too large or in poor condition. He 
said that Newton Corner business had 
moved to Centre st. as far as Hub- 
bards' Drug Store due to the fact that 
rents were lower there and stores bet- 
ter maintained. 

Mr. Smith of the R. C. Taylor Trust 
came to the defence of the Real Es- 
tate owners, and said that rents could 
not he reduced while tax assessments 
were as high as they are. A com- 
mittee to study tax assessments was 
appointed consisting of Messrs Pierce, 
Paine, Smith and Edwards. 

Mr. Edwards called to the atten- 
tion of those present the fact that 
there are just as many people living 
in the vicinity of Newton Corner as in 
any other section of Newton, and more- 
over the population in that area was 
more permanent, so that Newton Cor- 
ner business ought to he better than 
it is. 

Tlie parking situation in Newton 
Corner was given some attention. Mr. 
Smith announced that the R. C. Tay- 
lor Trust will set aside the lot buck 
of the Nonantum Building as a park- 
ing space for the use of Newton Cor- 
ner Shoppers, on the condition that 
an attendant he placed in charge there 
during parking hours. It was voted 
to accept the Taylor Trust offer with 
the provision stipulated. 

Mr. Thompson, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, stated that 
tiie Chamber would co-operate with 
the association to make effective any 
constructive ideas advanced to en- 
courage business in Newton Corner.
